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PREFACE. 


The 


3E  o-reat  utility  of  a  knowledge  of  the  Irish  language  to  those  who  wish  to  give  a  yatisfafttory  account  of  the 
vernacular  dialects  and  antiquities  of  most  nations  in  Europe,  has  been  confessed  by  Lhuyd,  Bullet,  Leibnitz, 
and  other  learned  foreigners  ;  and  its  absolute  necessity  to  all  who  are  desirous  of  l)econ)mg  ultimately  acquainted 
with  the  emigrations,  history,  laws,  manners,  customs,  religion,  and  learning  of  the  early  inhabitantsof  Ireland, 
is  so  obvious,  as  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  impressing  it  on  the  inmd  by  any  species  of  argument.  To 
strangers  it  is  therefore  interesting  ;  but  to  the  natives  of  Ireland,  the  preservation  of  this  beautiful  and  expres- 
sive language  should  be  of  the  utmost  importance.  In  the  several  hundreds  of  ancient  Irish  manuscripts  which 
still  survW  the  erosive  tooth  of  time,  or  the  devastating  hands  of  barbarous  invaders,  are  to  be  found  the  ve- 
nerable memorials  of  the  piety,  learning,  wisdom,  valour,  and  achievements  of  our  ancestors.  In  the  composi- 
tions of  our  Senachies,  \n  oi\(  ann-dh,  and  other  historical  documents,  the  migrations,  contentions,  settlements, 
and  domestic  polity  of  the  primitive  inhabitantsof  the  country,  are  related  with  at  least  as  much  fidelity,  and 
deserving  of  as  much  credit,  as  the  early  records  of  any  other  nation.  In  our  laws  will  be  seen  strong  proofs  of  the 
civilization  of  our  forefathers  :  in  them  provision  is  made  for  the  protection  of  property,  the  reward  of  virtue 
and  merit,  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  the  punishment  of  vice.  In  our  medical  books  it  will  be  found  that 
our  physicians  had  as  much  knowledge  of  the  human  frame,  and  as  much  skill  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  as 
the  physicians  of  any  other  nation  at  the  same  period.  And  in  the  works  of  our  bards  may  be  discovered  the 
grandest  and  most  pathetic  descriptions,  the  most  sublime  flights  of  fancy,  and  the  most  romantic  tales  of 
luxuriant  imagination,  displayed  in  elegant  and  appropriate  language.  These,  however,  for  a  number  of  years 
have  been  a  locked  up  treasure  to  all  who  have  not  made  Irish  PdSS.  a  particular  study  ;  and  even  to  the  studious, 
much  labour  and  difKcully  have  occurred  before  a  knowledge  of  them  could  be  obtained  ;  owing  to  the  want  of  a 
Dictionary,  to  explain  the  meanings  of  the  many  thousands  of  words  to  be  found  in  them,  that  no  longer  exist 
in  the  living  language  of  the  country. 

That  a  great  portion  of  our  language  should  be  nearly  forgotten  at  the  present  day,  will  not  be  much  won- 
dered at,  when  it  is  considered,  that  for  some  hundreds  oi'  years  it  had  been  the  policy  of  Government  to  use 
every  mean  in  their  power  to  eradicate  our  language,  and  to  deprive  our  people  of  every  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain education-  For  this  absurd  purpose  our  books  were  destroyed,  acts  of  parliament  passed,  school- 
masters persecuted,  and  where  laws  or  severity  were  found  ineííectual,  recourse  was  had  to  ridicule,  to  shame 
the  people  out  of  the  most  energetic,  and,  as  Sir  W.  Temple  has  since  described  it,  the  most  original  and 
unmixed  language  now  remaining  in  Europe.  But  even  ridicule,  that  powerful  engine  over  weak  minds,  has 
failed  in  producing  the  desired  effect;  and  the  Irish  language  still  exists  a  living  memorial  of  the  refinement  to 
which  our  ancestors  had  attained,  and  of  the  encouragemeiu  given  by  them  to  learning  and  learned  men.  This 
silly  policy  is  at  lengtb  laid  aside  ;  the  reign  of  prejudice  has  expired,  and  is  in  a  great  measure  succeeded  by 
candid  inquiry  and  rational  investigation. 

To  elucidate  our  antiquities  and  bring  fairly  before  the  public  the  claims  of  ancient  Ireland  to  a  literary  cha- 
racter, superior  to  that  of  neighbouring  nations,  the  pens  of  some  highly  talented  geniuses,  have  of  late  years 
been  employed.  Amongst  those  to  whom  Ireland  is  indebted  for  the  rescuing  of  her  history  and  language  from 
obscurity,  the  Earl  of  Ross,  and  the  late  General  Valiancy,  hold  the  most  distinguished  places.  By  the  labours 
of  these  gentlemen,  and  others  skilled  in  our  ancient  tongue,  the  Irish  language  is  proved  to  be  nearly  the 
same  as  the  Phoenician,  and  many  lights  have  been  thrown  upon  the  early  periods  of  our  history. 

Independently  of  the  claims  which  this  language  has  upon  the  general  scholar  for  consideration,  and  upon 
the  descendants  of  the  aborigines  for  protection,  it  merits  the  attention  of  the  Divine,  the  Lawyer,  the  Physi- 
cian, and  of  all  those  who  have  to  converse  with  the  people,  whose  living  and  only  language  it  is.  It  is  the  only 
medium  through  which  instruction  can  be  conveyed  to  at  least  four  fifths  of  the  people  of  Ireland.  The  Divine 
therefore,  who  neglects  this  language,  should  consider  how  far  he  is  competent  to  discharge  the  duty  he  owes  to 
those  souls  committed  to  his  care.  The  great  utility  of  this  language  to  the  Lawyer,  is  proved  frequently  in  the 
year.  In  every  county,  at  every  sessions,  trials  occur  in  which  prisoners  or  witnesses  can  be  heard  only  through 
the  medium  of  an  interpreter,  probably  but  ill  qualified  for  such  an  office,  and  who,  by  the  mistake  of  a  single 
word  in  the  evidence,  may  cause  the  acquittal  of  a  murderer,  or  the  murder  of  an  innocent.  The  consideration 
of  a  possibility  of  such  an  occurrence,  has  caused  Sir  W.  C.  Smith,  Bart,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer, 
to  study  the  Irish  language,  in  which  he  has  made  great  progress,  and  set  a  praise-worthy  example  to  other  gen- 
tlemen of  the  Bar.  To  the  Physician  several  cases  must  have  occurred  where  his  scientific  skill  was  baíHed  by 
his  ignorance  of  the  language  in  which  only  his  patient  could  clearly  point  out  the  nature  of  his  complaint.  And 
every  person  who  has  dealings  in  the  country,  has  daily  proofs  of  the  inconvenience  arising  from  a  want  of  the 
language  of  the  people  with  whom  he  has  to  converse. 

To  remove  the  impediments  which  heretofore -stood  in  the  way  of  learning  our  language,  I  have  compiled  the 
Work  nowofiered  to  the  public,  and  have  spared  neither  labour  nor  expense  in  making  it  as  perfect  as  I  could,  tho' 
with  very  small  encouragement  given  by  my  countrymen.  Indeed  in  the  articlesof  pecuniary  or  hterary  aid,  I  have 
but  few  obligations  to  confess.  Of  those  from  whom  I  have  received  more  than  half  price,  or  in  some  few  cases 
more  than  the  full  price  of  a  single  copy,  I  have  none  to  name  but  theEarl  of  Charlemont,  Baron  Smith,  the  Rev. 
E.  O'Reilly,  principal  of  the  Academy  at  Ndvan,  and  Sir  W.  Betham,  King  at  Arms,  Of  literary  assistance  towards 
completing  my  Dictionary,!  have  none  to  acknowledge  to  the  living,  except  to  my  invaluable  friend,  the  Rev.  M.  P. 
Kinsela,late  chaplain  to  the  nunnery  at  Harold's  Cross,  and  nowretired  to  a  convent  of  his  order  in  Spain;  hekindly 
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/  pointed  out  to  me  the  most  of  the  Hebrew  words  which  are  found  to  agree  with  the  Irish  in  the  course  of  my  Book. 

-^BuT  if  my  acknowledgments  to  the  hving  be  few,  I  am  ready  to  confess  my  obligations  to  the  dead.    My  col- 
lection of  words  from  ancient  glossaries,  vocabularies,  and  other  documents,  is  copious,  and  several  hundreds 
of  those  words  which  1    have   added  to  the   collections  published   in   the   Dictionaries  of  my  predecessors 
^•nI  É  were  collected,  with  a  view  to  publication,  by  the  late  Mr.   William  Haliday,  Junior,    of  Arran-quay.     That 

"^"  young  gentleman,  after  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  ancient  and  modern  languages  usually  taught  in  schools 

'^'  enriched  his  mind  with  the  acquisition  of  several  of  the  Eastern  languages,  and  made  himself  so  perfect  a  master 

of  t!ie  language  of  his  native  countr}',  that  he  was  enabled  to  publish  a  Grammar  of  it,  inDublin,  in  the  year 
1808,  under  the  fictitious  signature  of  E.  O'C.  and  would  have  published  a  Dictionary  of  the  same  lano-uage' 
if  death  had  not  put  a  stop  to  his  career,  at  the  early  age  of  23,  To  the  liberality  of  Doctor  Eirington,  the  pre- 
sent Provost,  and  to  the  Fellows  of  Trinity  College,  who  gave  me  the  privilege  of  their  librarj-,  1  am  indebted 
for  a  great  number  of  words  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  my  Dictionar}',  besides  the  principal  part  of  the  words 
now  in  common  use,  that  are  to  be  found  in  my  Supplement.  These  I  collected  from  a  large  MS.  Dictionary 
in  the  possession  of  the  College,  compiled  by  Teig  O'Nachten  for  publication  in  the  year  1739.  When  I  was 
.^V  making  my  collection  it  never  occurred  to  me,  that  the  words  daily  used  in  common  conversation,  and  familiar  to 

^.  .  myself  might  have  been  omitted  by  íormer  Compilers  ;  and  taking  it  for  granted  that  they  were  not  omitted  I  ne- 

"^  ver  examined  further  into  the  matter,  but  proceeded  with  the  printing  of  my  Work,  and  had  nearly  finished  it 

before  I  perceived  the  omission.     As  I  was  desirous  to  make  my  Book  as  full  and  perfect  as  I  could,  I  determined 
1  on  publishing  a  Supplement,  and  to  insert  in  it  such  words  from  O'Nachten's  Dictionary  as   had    been  omitted 

and  a  number  of  other  words  that  I  had  collected  since  my  beginning  to  print,  and  which  of  course  could  not 
have  been  inserted  in  their  proper  places.     Upon  every  occasion  when   I  found   it  necessary  to  consult  the 
MSS.  in  the  Library,  I  have   experienced  the  most  obliging  attention  from  the  Librarians,  the  Rev,  Doctors 
Barret  and  Wilson,  for  which  they  have  my  sincere  thanks. 
,\  As  my  Work  was  intended  to  answer  in  some  degree  for  a   Dictionary  of  the  Scottish  Giie/zV,  as  well  as  the 

"í^  Irish,  I  have  retained  in  it  several  words  from  Shaw's  Dictionary,  and  a  number  of  others  which  I  collected  from 

-Cy,,  modern  Scottish  publications.     Some  of  these  I  have  marked  Sh.  and  Sc.  and  others  that  are  not  so  marked  will 

be  discovered  by  their  orthography.  It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  all  those  words  so  marked  are  not  con- 
fined to  the  Scottish  dialect;  many  of  them  I  have  since  found  in  O'Nachten's  Dictionary,  to  which  Shaw  had 
access,  and  in  other  modern  books,  particularly  those  written  by  Authors  of  the  North  of  Ireland. 

In  the  course  of  the  Dictionary  some  words  will  be  found  differently  spelled,  asEcm,  a  bird  ;  Scríobhadóir 
a  writer,  &c.  ;  which  again  occur  at  £'wn  and  Sgríoblmdóir.  This  is  unneccisary  to  those  who  are  acquainted 
with  Irish  books,  but  to  learners  it  cannot  fail  to  be  useful. 

In  the  compilation  of  my  Grammar  I  have  found   great  assistance  from  those  of  my  predecessors,  and  have 
., .  I  blended  so  much  of  their  rules  with  my  own  observations,  as  I  conceive  may  be  useful  m  giving  a  general  idea 

y  j)f  Irish  Grammar.     In  the  Grammars  of  the  Rev.  Doctors  Stewart,  Neilson  and  O'Brien,  and  those  of  the  late 

]\,Ir.  Haliday,  and  my  friend  Mr.  Lynch,  much  has  been  done  to  reduce  the  grammatical  rules  of  O'MuUoy, 
M'Curtin  and  Valiancy  to  a  standard  ;  but  still  much  remains  to  be  done.  It  was  not  the  work  of  a  few  indivi- 
duals of  one  nation  or  one  century,  that  established  the  grammar  rules  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages  upon 
a  permanent  basis  ;  it  has  been  the  work  of  ages,  and  to  which  the  learned  of  various  nations  have  contributed^ 
If  such  was  the  case  with  dead  languages,  perfection  is  not  to  be  expected  from  a  few  essays  on  the  Irish,  which 
is  a  living  language,  and  therefore  subject  to  mutation. 

In  my  Grammar  I  have  ventured  to  deviate  a  little  from  those  who  have  gone  before  me,  with  what  degree  of 
propriety  it  is  for  othe's  to  decide.     In  taking  the  initial  changes  of  nouns  as  the  rule  by  which  lo  discriminate 
V  their  declensions,  my  friend  Doctor  O'Brien  has  gone  before  me  ;  but  I  have  made  one  inflexion  more  than  he 

./^  j^as"  because,  as  the  initial  changes  of  nouns  beginning  with  consonants  naturally  divides  them  into  two  declen- 

^  sions    so  the  variation  from  the  primary  to  the  aspirate  form  to  which  nouns  begi ming  with  vowels  are  subject, 

divides  them  into  two  declensions  also.  In  giving  but  one  conjugation  to  Irish  verbs,  I  differ  from  Doc- 
tors Stuart  and  O'Brien  ;  but  I  do  so  upon  the  authority  of  all  our  ancient  MSS.  in  which  the  first  person 
sinirular,  Indicative  Mood,  active  voice,  always  terminates  in  «wi  or  iw,  andthemitia!  changes  are  the  same, 
whether  a  broad  or  a  slender  vowel  be  the  last  in  the  root.    . 

Those  that  are  acquainted  with  the  Press,  will  be  inclined  to  excuse  a  few  typographical  errors  which  do  not 

materially  affect  the  sense,  and  of  which  description  are,  I  hope,  the  most  of  the  errors  to  be  found  uncorrected 

in    my  Work,     if  it  shdl  l)e  found  that  I   have  omitted  much,  let  it  be  remembered  that  Í    have  aikled  a 

>  .jT,-eat  deal ;  and  if  my  Work  is  not  so  full  or  perfect  as  was  expected,  still  it  contams  upwards  of  20,000  words 

"^,  more  than  are  contained  in  former  Irish  Lexicons,  and  consequently  so  much  the  nearer  to  perfection. 

In  what  I  have  done,  my  principal  design  was  to  render  a  service  to  my  country,  by  giving  facil.ty  to  the  study 
of  our  primeval  i.istory,  and  to  the  learning  of  a  language,  venerable  for  its  antiquity,  necess^iry  to  the  philo- 
lo-rer  of  every  nation,  and  dear  to  every  genuine  Irishman.  If  the  Volume  I  now  offer  to  the  Public  sWaW 
meet  with  that  approbation  and  support  from  my  countrymen  which  I  was  once  taught  to  expect,  I  will,  witli  Goal's 
permission,  commenee  Printing  the  Irish-English  Dictionary,  which  is  now  nearly  ready  for  the  Press, 
If,  on  the  contrary,  it  shall  meet  with  disapprobation  and  neglect,  I  shall  bow  wilh  respect  to  Pubic  Opinion 
and  sit  4owtt  with  the  reiiection,  tiiat,  ttjough  I  have  not  obtained  success,  I  have  endeavoured  toUe&erveit, 
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REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  A. 


(From  the  Irish-English  Dictionary,  published  in  Paris^  17G8,  by  the  Right  llev.  Doctor 

O'Brien,  A'.  C.  Bishop  of  Cloyne.J 

THE  letter  A,  is  the  first  in  the  alphabets  of  almost  all  languages,  though  ancient  historians  inform  us,  asr 
O'Flahcrty,  upon  the  authority  of  the  book  of  Lecaii,  observes,  that  the  old  Irish,  like  the  Ethiopians  or 
Abyssines,  began  their  alphabet  with  the  letter  IÍ,  and  therefore  the  Irish  called  it  Bcith-luis-nion,  fi  oin  its  three 
first  letters,  B.  L.  N.  However,  in  imitation  of  other  learned  languages,  and  particularly  the  Latin,  whose 
alphabet  was  first  introduced  into  Ireland  by  the  first  Missionaries  of  the  Christian  Religion,  the  modern  Irish 
thought  proper  to  begin  their  alphabet  with  ^.  This  letter  is  one  of  the  five  vowels  (called  cuig  guthaidhe  in. 
Irish,)  and  is  pronounced  broad  like  aiu  in  (inglish.  It  is  distinguished  by  the  appellative  of  AHjii,  which  seems 
to  signify  strictly  and  properly,  the  palm-tree,  cMed  palma  nobilis,  and  therefore  deserves  precedency;  although 
Mr.  O'Flaherty,  notwithstanding  the  alfmitj-of  the  words  ^í'/w  and  Palma,  interprets  \iU\KJir-tree,  lat.  abies.  It  is 
not  unlike  the  Hebrew^í/epA,  and  the  Chaldiean  ■■\ná  Greek  Alpha.  By  our  grammarians  it  is  ranked  among  the  Icatharb- 
guthaidhe,  or  broad  rowels  ;  and  in  our  old  Mir'S.  we  find  «,  o,  and  u,  written  indtferently  one  for  the  other,  as  in 
agas,  ocas,  agus.  And,  as  also  in  i/eflr,  rfcor,  r/ei<)',  a  tear,  &c.  Thus  among  the  iEolians  we  find  0  written  for  ^, 
as  strotos  for  stratos  an  army,  ono  for  ano,  meaning,  oyer  or  above,  and  the  Latins  have  imitated  them,  sa^-ing  domo, 
from  the  Greek  damo,  to  tan)e,  or  subdue;  as  also  Fovius  for  Fubius,  according  to  Festus,  and /on«<s  fpr 
farreus. 

A  was  sometimes  written  for  the  ea  of  the  moderns,  as  dagh  for  deagh,  good,  &c.  It  begins  all  those  diphthongs, 
which  in  Irish  are  called  72a  (■e2'M?'e /iawi/ittrf/ioi!'//,  or  the  four  aphthongs,  viz.  ao,  aoi,  ai,  ae.  Note  that  ao  (which 
is  a  modern  aphthong,  as  is  the  modern  triphthong  aoi,  and  is  substituted  instead  of  ae,  and  oe,  used  by  our 
old  writers,)  is  pronounced  broad  like  c  long,  or  the  Latin  a,  in  the  words  saon-Zia/,  an  age,  lat.  sceculum,  and  «oj, 
age,  lat.  atas.  The  triphthong  aoz,  is  pronounced  like  ee  in  the  English  words  been,  keen,  &c.  but  more  nearly 
like  ui  in  the  Irish  for  which  it  has  been  substituted  by  the  moderns.  It  is  an  inflection  of  ao,  and  formed  directly 
from  it,  as  from  maoi  bald,  comes  ??í«oí7,  and  maoile,  bald  and  baldness  ;  saor,  daor,  produce  also  s./Oi>,  daoir, 
&c.  so  that  the  Irish  triphthong  in  general,  is  formed  by  adding  an  i  to  the  diphthong,  and  thus  serves  to  express 
the  genitive  case  and  other  inflections  of  the  same  word,  as  aoi  from  ao ;  eoi  from  eo;  iai  from  la  ;  iui  from  iu  ; 
and  uai  fromwa.  Analogous  to  the  genius  of  the  Irish  language  in  this  manner-of  inflecting  the  diphthongs  into 
triphthongs,  it  is  observable  in  the  Ionic  inflections  of  nouns,  that  they  frequently'  use  oio  for  ou\n  the  genitive 
case  ;  and  nothing  more  common  in  the  Greek  language  than  a  vowel  extraordinary,  and  sometimes  tv/o,  added^n 
the  beginning,  middle  or  end  of  words,  that  they  may  sound  the  sweeter,  or  that  the  verse  may  flow*the  more 
pompous  and  musical.  Thus  for  one  example  amongst  many,  the  Phoenician  tribe  who  are  called  Gepliyrai  in  the 
Latin  edition  of  Herodotus  are  written  Gephyraioi  in  his  Greek  original,  I.  5.  c.  57,  38.  So  that  if  we  would 
compare  both  languages  together,  we  should  find  a  much  greater  number  of  such  inflections  and  variations  in  the 
Qreekthan  in  the  Irish.  And  they  are  the  less  puzzling  in  the  latter,  as  the  three  vowels  are  all  pronounced  with 
one  breath  and  in  one  syllable,  and  as  no  vowel  but  the  i  is  added  to  the  diphthong  to  form  the  triphthong. 

gut  this  singularity  seems  peculiar  to  the  Irish  language,  that  no  two  or  three  vowels  joined  to  each  other  in  the- 
same  word,  can  form  two  different  syllables.  For  which  reason  our  bards  or  versificators  who  frequently  wanted  to 
«tretch  out  words  by  multiplying  their  syllables  according  to  the  exigency  of  their  rhymes,  devised  the  method  of 
throwing  in  between  the  two  vowels  an  adventitious  consonant  (generally  a  d  ov  g,  aspirated  by  h,)  in  order  to 
stretch  and  divide  the  two  vowels  into  two  diierent  syllables.  And  as  this  consonant  was  quite  foreign  to  the 
natural, frame  of  the  word,  so  it  entirely  corrupted  and  disguised  its  radical  formation  and  structure.  It  must  be 
confessed  this  method  has  the  sanction  of  a  respectable  antiquity,  and  is  countenanced  by  examples,  if  not  pre- 
cedents, not  only  in  the  Welsh  or  old  British  language,  but  even  in  the  Greek,  wherein  the  iEolick  digamma, 
(which  is  the  V  consonant  and  was  pronounced  by  the  Colics,  as  it  is  still  by  the  Germans  like  F,)  was  inserted 
when  two  vowels  met  together.  For  example,  the  Jaones  was  pronounced  JarozeJ,  or  rather  Jafones,  and  Jao» 
changed  it  into  Javon,  Sec.  vid.  Stillingfleet  origin,  p.  560.  Thus  also  an  adventitious  d  is  inserted  between 
two  vowels  in  many  Latin  words,  both  to  distinguish  the  syllables  and  prevent  a  hiatus,  particularly  in  compounds 
whose  first  part  consists  of  the  iterative  particle  re,  while  the  following  part  begins  with  a  vowel,  as  in  the  word» 
redarguo,  redeo  rediga,  rpdimo,  rediniegnttie,  &c.  But  certam  it  is  notwithstanding  these  examples  or  precedents, 
that  this  rule  together  with  another  devised  in  like  manner  by  our  bards  or  rhymers,  I  mean  that  which  is  called 
caol  le  caol,  agiis  leathan  le  leathan,  have  been  woefully  destructive  to  the  original  and  radical  purity  of  the  Irish 
language.  This  tatter  rule  (much  of  a  more  modern  invention  than  the  former,  for  our  old  MSS.  shew  no  regard 
to  iy  imports  and  prescribes  thai  the  two  vowels  thus  fonniiig,  or  contributing  to  form,  two  diíFerent  syllables  by

ihe  interposition  of  a  consanant,  whether  such  a  consonant  be  adventitious  t«,  or  originally  inseparable  from  th« 
radical  formation  of  the  word,  should  both  be  of  the  same  denomination  or  class  of  either  broad  or  small  vowels  - 
and  this  vvitliout  any  regard  to  the  primitive  elementary  structure  of  the  word.  So  that  if  the  vowel  preceding 
the  consonant  should  originally  happen  to  be  of  the  clasiof  broad  vowels  a,  o,  u,  while  the  vowel  foUowino- the 
same  consonant  should  be  of  the  class  of  small  vowels  e,  i,  or  vice  versa;  in  that  case  the  vowel  preceding  the 
consonant  being  of  a  diiferent  class  from  that  which  follows  it,  must  either  be  struck  out  entirely  to  make  room  for 
a  vowel  of  the  same  class  with  the  following  (for  it  is  the  vowel  following  the  consonant  that  commands  the  change 
in  the  preceding,  without  being  subjected  to  any  in  itself)  or  else  another  adventitious  vowel  must  be  placed  after 
it  of  the  same  class  with  the  subsequent. 

I  shall  instance  only  in  two  words  amongst  many  others,  both  to  illustrate  those  two  rules  by  way  of  exemplification, 
and  to  shew  how  prejudicial  they  naturally  must  have  been  to  the  primitive  purity  of  the  Irish  language,  by  chanf- 
ing,  corrupting  and  metamorphosing  a  great  number  of  its  words  from-  their  original  and  radical  structure,  I  shall 
first  exemplify  in  the  Irish  word  Gall  a  Gaul,  plural  Gaill  Gauls;  which  are  the  Celtic  words  upon  which  the  Latin 
words  Galliis  Galli,  have  been  formed.  Nothing  more  evident  from  the  most  ancient  monuments  of  the  Irish 
nation,  than  that  the  national  name  of  the  first  Celts  who  came  to  Ireland,  (whether  they  arrived  there  immedi- 
ately from  Gaul,  or  rather  after  remaining  for  some  tract  of  time  in  the  greater  British  Isle,  as  Mr.  Lhuyrf 
gives  good  grounds  to  thmk)  was  Gall  in  the  singular  and  Gaill  in  the  plural ;  and  that  their  language  was  called 
Galic,  or  Gailic,  though  it  is  equally  certain  this  same  national  name  of  Gall,  and  Gaill,  in  the  plural,  was  after- 
wards applied  by  the  old  natives  to  other  colonies  that  followed  these  primitive  Celts  into  that  Island  from  different 
parts  of  the  Continent,  and  even  to  th€  English  adventurers  whom  they  called  C/ann«  Gaily  as  well  as  Sagsanaic  ; 
which  must  have  proceeded  both  from  their  having  forgot  their  own  origin  on  account  of  the  change  in  their 
national  name  from  Gaill  into  Gaidhil,  &c.  and  also  from  the  knowledge  they  traditionally  preserved  of  the 
Gaulish  nation,  of  its  great  extent,  as  well  as  of  its  vicinity  with  the  British  Isles;  all  which  circumstances  occa- 
sioned that  the  generality  of  the  old  Irish  Celts  and  Celtiberians,  who  probably  were  the  first  planters  of  Ireland, 
imagined  tliat  the  strangers  who  came  amongst  them  from  time  to  time,  whether  immediately  from  Britain  or  other- 
wise, must  have  originally  proceeded  from  Gaul.  Now  the  Irish  bards  or  rhymers  wanting  to  stretch  out  this  mono- 
syllable Gaill  into  two  syllables  to  serve  the  exigency  of  their  verses  and  rhythmical  measures,  have  first  formed 
it  into  Gaidhill  agreeably  to  the  former  of  the  two  rules  now  mentioned,  and  when  the  second  rule  caol  le  caol,  &c. 
took  place,  it  required  that  an  /  or  an  £  should  be  thrown  in  before  the  consonant  D,  by  which  means  it  turned 
«ut  Gaidhill  or  Gaedhil  instead  of  its  original  simple  formation  Guilt.  So  likewise  the  word  Galic  or  Gailic  mean- 
ing the  Celtibernian  language  was  changed  into  (laidhilic  or  Gaedhilic,  genit.  Guedkilice  or  Gaedkilge,  from  which 
last  spellingit  has  been  changed  by  our  modern  grammarians  into  Gaodhailic,  genit.  Gaodlutilge,  by  the  unnatural 
substitution  of  ao,  instead  of  ce,  or  w,  of  the  antients,,  absolutely  ordering  that  we  should  pronounce  their  ao  just  as 
we  do  oe  in  the  Latin  word  Calum. 

Guidhil,  another  writing  of  the  same  word,  meaning  the  Irish  people,  and  Guidhilic  their  language,  are  found  in 
some  Irish  manuscripts  of  good  antiquity,  from  which  the  moderns,  by  abusively  substituting  rtoj,  instead  of  «?", 
though  carrying  another  sound,  have  turned  their  words  into  Gaozíí/ti/ and  Gaorf/i?72c  genit:  Gnoidhilge,  which  is 
the  gochic  and  uncouth  shape,  in  which,  to  confprm  with  the  modern  orthography,  I  must  let  it  stand  in  the 
frontispiece  of  my  Dictionary.  I  have  just  hinted  that  Guidhil  and  Guidldlic  is  not  to  be  counted  a  modern  manner 
«f  writÍRg  these  words  ;  which  truth  is  confirmed  by  Welsh  manuscripts  of  respectable  antiquity,  wherein  the 
Irish  are  called  Guydhil  au<l  sometimes  Gm/ditod,  and  their  language  Guidhilec.  Apropos  to  this  writing  of  the 
Welsh,  I  cannot  but  observe  by  the  bye,  that  it  hence  appears  this  old  nation  must  have  always  judged  the 
primitive  Iri*h  and  the  Gauls  to  be  originally  one  and  the  same  peo|ile,  inasmuch  as  we  find  in  Mr.  Lhuyd's 
Archielogia  (comparat.  Etymol.  pag.  23.  col.  3.)  that  the  VVelsh  or  old  Britons  interpreted  in  their  language  the 
Latin  word  Gallus  or  Gallicus  by  Guydliileg,  a  word  which  is  plainly  and  literally  of  the  same  formation  of  those 
wh«rebv  thev  distinguish  the  Irish  people  and  their  language.  Before  I  have  done  with  the  words  Gaill  and 
Galic,  Gailic,  or  Gaelic,  I  th'nk  it  pertinent  to  remark  that  notwithstandingthe  complex  and  inform  shape  of  the 
words  Gcidhil,  Gaedhil,  Gaoidhil,  and  Guidhilic,  Gaedhilic,  and  Gaoidhilic,  into  which  they  have  been  changed, 
yet  the  originals  from  which  they  were  derived  are  still  preserved  in  their  primitive  simplicity  by  the  veiy 
formation  of  these  latter  words,  which  is  very  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  the  former,  inasmuch  as  the  adventitious 
letters  í//í  are  not  pronounced,  and  serve  only  to  distinguish  the  syllables  :  which  shews  that  this  was  the  only 
jjurpose  they  were  first  thrown  in  for.  We  should  not  in  .the  mean  time  forget  that  it  is  to  this  change  made 
in  the  words  Gaill  and  Galic,  doubtless  by  our  heathenish  bards,  who  inserted  the  letter  d,  that  we  owe  the 
important  discovery  necessarily  reserved  to  their  successors  who  embraced  Christianity,  of  those  illustrious 
personages  Gadel  and  Gadelus  j  the  former  an  usher  under  that  royal  School-master,  Phcniusa  Farsa,  King  of 
Scythia,  in  his  famous  school  on  the  plain  of  Sennaar,  where  this  Gadel  invented  the  Irish  alphabet,  and  the 
Gadelian  language,  so  called,  as  it  is  pretended  from  his  name;  and  the  latter  a  grandson  of  that  king  by  hia 
son  Niull,  married  to  Scota,  daughter  to  Pharaoh  Cingris,  as  our  bards  call  him,  instead  of  Cinchres,  king  of 
Egypt,  under  whose  reign  they  tell  us  Moses  and  our  Gadelus  were  cotemporaries  and  great  friends,  and  from 
this  Gadehis  our  learned  bards  gravely  assure  us  that  the  Irish  derive  their  name  of  Gadelians,  who,  they  tell 
ns  were  also  called  Scots  from,  his  wife  the  Egyptian  princess  Scota.  This  discovery  I  have  said  was  necessarily 
reserved  to  our  christian  bard.s,  as  their  heathenish  predecessors  most  certainly  could  have  no  notion  of  the  plain 
of  Sennaar,  of  Pharaoh,  or  of  Moses  ;  objects  not  to  be  known  but  from  the  holy  Scriptures,  or  some  writing» 
derived  from  them,  such  as  those  of  Josephus,  Philo,  &c.  never  known  to  the  Irish  bards  before  Christianity, 
I  have  remarked  in  anotlier  work,  not  as  yet  published,  that  our  christian  bards  did  not  lose  much  time  in  availing 
themselves  of  the  sacred  history  to  fiame  this  story,  inasmuch  as  we  find  it  word  for  word  in  the  scholiast  on  the 

life- 
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life  of  St.  Patrick  by  Fiach,  bishop  of  Sleipte,  one  of  that  Saint's  earliest  disciples ;  which  scholiast  the  learned 
and  judicious  Colgan  places  towards  the  end  of  the  sixth  century.  This  date  is  much  earlier  than  that  of  the 
manuscript  called  Leabkar  Gabhala,  or  the  book  of  conquests,  wherein  our  story  now  mentioned  is  embellished 
with  further  circumstances. 

The  other  word  I  mean  to  produce  as  a  remarkable  example  and  proof  of  the  alteration  of  the  primitive  and  radical 
fiameof  many  words  of  the  Irish  language,  caused  by  the  above  described  rules  aud  other  innovations  ot  our 
modern  copists  and  rhymers,  as  well  as  by  the  corruption  proceeding  from  vulgar  pronunciation,  to  which 
indeed  all  languages  have  been  subject  (even  the  Laiin,  witness  the  words  7iudiustert/us,  pridié,  postridie,  &c.) 
the  word  I  say  I  mean  to  exemplify  in,  is  Bliadhain  or  Bliaghain,  a  year,  lat.  annus.  The  original  formation  or 
construction  of  this  word  was,  Bel-ain,  or  Béal-ain,  i  e,  the  circle  of  Beius  or  of  the  Sun.  Ain  or  amn  in  Irish, 
iignifies  a  great  circle,  as  its  diminutive  aiime,  vulgarly  /ad'nne,  means  a  small  circle  or  a  ring,  vid,  ain,  uinn, 
funne,  infra ;  and  Bel  or  Beal  was  the  Assyrian,  Chaldaean  or  Phsenician  name  of  the  true  God,  while  th& 
patriarchal  religion  was  generally  observed  ;  and  very  properly,  as  it  signifies  Doniinus  or  Dominatar  in  Latin. 
This  name  wis  afterwards  attributed  to  the  Sun,  when  those  oriental  nations  generally  forgot,  or  willingly  swerved 
from  the  worship  of  the  true  God,  and  adored  that  planet  as  their  chief  deity.  See  Gutlerus  ori<rines  mundi, 
lib.  1.  cap.  y.  SchediusdeDiis  Germ^  cap.  7.  Tirinus  in  cap.  2.  Osee  V.  16.  It  is  very  certain  that  the  primitive 
Irish  observed  this  idolatrous  worship  of  the  Sun  under  the  name  of  Bel  or  Beal.  whatever  part  of  the  world  they 
derived  it  from,  as  appears  veiy  manifestly  by  those  religious  fires  they  lighted  with  great  solemnity  on  May-da  \  -^ 
a  fact  which  is  evidently  proved  by  the  verj'  name  whereby  they  distinguished  that  dajr,  which  is  still  called  and 
known  by  no  other  name  than  that  of  La  Beal  tinne,  i  e,  the  day  of  the  fire  of  Bel  or  Belus.  This  solemnity  they 
celebrated  in  honor  of  the  Sun,  under  the  name  of  Beal,  on  this  first  day  of  their  summer,  when  the  beni'ni 
influence  of  that  planet  begins  to  restore  new  life  to  both  the  animal  and  vegetable  world  in  most  parts  of  our 
hemisphere. 

Kow  this  word  £c/-cni  being  changed  by  the  vulgar  pronunciation  into  Ble-ain  and  Bli-ain,  in  which  position  it 
required  the  insertion  of  an  aspirated  dor  g,  consequently  turned  out  Bliadhain  or  Bliaghain,  according  to  the 
former  of  the  two  rules  above  explained,  and  then  the  latter  rule  of  Leathan  le  leathan  to  vindicate  its  ri"-ht,  to  share 
in  the  new  creation  of  this  word,  threw  in  the  vowel  a  before  the  adventitious  consonant  to  agree  with  the 
subsequent  a,  so  that  the  original  word  having  thus  received  tvvo  adventitious  letters  besides  the  aspirate  h,  is 
thereby  metamorphosed  from  its  original  form  Bel-ain  to  Bliadhain  or  Bliaghain,  for  it  admits  of  both  these 
writings.  1  shall  finish  these  remarks  with  observing  that  the  word  ^/k  or  Ainn  (which  is  the  latter  part  of  the 
compound  word  Bel-ain,  signifying  the  ^eat  circle  of  Belus,  i  e,  the  solar  circle  or  annual  course  of  the  Sun) 
is  the  Celtic  original  upon  which  the  Latin  word  Anus  was  formed,  it  was  afterwards  wx'itt&n  Annus,  for  Quintilian 
informs  us  that  the  ancients  did  not  double  their  consonants.  Varro  assures  us  that  the  proper  and  original 
signification  of  this  word  Anus  or  Annus  is  a  circor  great  circle,  whose  diminutive  Anulus  or  Annulus  signifies  a 
small  circle  or  ring.  His  words  are  namut  paiTÍ  circuli  annuli,  sic  magni  ditebantur  anni„  But  the  word  annus 
is  navv  exalted  to  mean  solely  aud  properly  the  solar  circle  or  annual  course  of  the  Sun,  whilst  Anus,  its  more 
ancient  writing,  is  degraded  to  signify  no  moie  than  the  circular  form  of  the  podex.  Vid.  Littleton  ad  voces 
Anus,  Annus,  Annulus-^  Other  examples,  to  observe  it  by  the  bye,  of  words  of  an  honorable  meanin»-  at  first, 
being  afterwards  degraded  to  a  dishonorable  signification  and  vice  versa,  will  be  found  in  the  foUowmg 
Dictionary  at  the  word  Cniocht. 
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ORTHOGRAPHY. 


CHAP.  I. 

Of  the    Letters. 

jThe  modern  Irish  Aihghitir,  or  Alphabet,  consists  of 
seventeen  letters,  besides  the  aspirate  0.  They  are 
arranged  by  our  Grammarians  in  the  following  order.

Some  of  our  modern  Grammarians  exclude  0  from 
the  catalogue  of  our  letters,  and  value  it  only  as  a 
mark  of  aspiration.  But  it  is  ranked  amongst  the  let- 
ters both  in  the  Vraiceacht  and  the  book  of  Oghams, 
and  in  several  of  our  oldest  manuscripts  it  is  prefixed 
to  the  genitive  case  singular  of  all  feminine  nouns,  be- 
ginning with  vowels ;  and  to  all  the  cases  of  the  plural 
number,  except  the  genitive,  of  nouns  of  either  gender 
that  have  vowels  for  their  initials.  It  is  however,  ne- 
cessary to  observe,  that  in  many  of  our  ancient  books 
this  character  does  not  appear,  and  its  place  is  supplied 
by  a  dot  placed  over  the  initial  vowels  before  which  the 
aspirate  is  required. 

In  the  Uraicecht  the  characters  Z  and  <{  are  ranked 
amongst  the  letters,  and  are  frequently  used  in  old  vel- 
lum manuscripts,  though  totally  rejected  in  modern 
writings.  The  first  represents  the  sound  of  sd^  and  the 
latter  that  of  cu.  In  ancient  manuscripts  are  also  to 
be  found  the  characters  K  and  X;  the  first  is  used  as  a 
contraction  for  ca  and  cathf  and  the  latter  as  a  numeral 
for  ten. 

The  Alphabet  is  divided  into  two  principal  classes, 
vowels  and  consonants.  These  are  again  divided  into 
broad  and  slender  vowels,  and  mutable  and  immutable 
consonants.  The  broad  vowels  are  jt^  o,  r,  the  slender 
€  and  1.    The  mutable  consonants  are  such  as  by  placing 


a  dot  over  them,  or  writing  the  aspirate  h  after  thepi,, 
lose  their  original  simple  sound  and  take  another,  and 
in  some  cases  become  entirely  silent.  The  immutable 
consonants  are  l,  »  and  ft  j  and  are  so  called  because 
they  never  admit  of  a  dot  or  an  h  to  be  placed  over 
them  01-  after  them  in  writing,  although  they  vary  their 
sounds  in  pronunciation.  The  mutable  consonants  are 
^,  c,  b,  p,  5,  rn,  p,  x  and  t. 

So  much  has  been  said  on  the  sounds  and  powers  of 
the  letters,  in  the  remark!s  prefixed  to  each  letter  in  the 
course  of  the  Dictionary,  that  but  little  is  necessary  to 
be  said  on  those  subjects  here.  There  are,  however, 
some  things  so  slightly  touched  upon,  that  some  further 
remarks  may  be  necessary  and  useful. 

CHAP.  II. 

Of  the   VffwelS' 

The  rule  Caol  le  Caol  and  leathan  le  leaihan, 
treated  of  in  the  remarks  on  the  letter  A,  was  first  in- 
vented for  the  sake  of  Euphony,  and  is  natural  enough 
in  most  cases,  the  tongue  itself  naturally  seeking  such 
facilities.  But  it  has  been  carried  too  far,  and  some  of 
the  diphthongs  that  are  found  in  most  of  our  old  books 
have  been  unnecessarily  sacrificed  to  it  by  modern  wri- 
ters. For  I  cannot  perceive  any  more  violence  offered 
to  the  tongue  in  pronouncing  saeradh,  naehhadh,  or 
noebeadh,  as  formerly  written,  than  in  pronouncing  saor- 
adh,  or  vaomhndh  according  to  the  modern  orthography. 

This  rule  of  writing  a  slender  with  a  slender,  and  a 
broad  with  a  broad  vowel,  is  not  always  observed  in  the 
manner  prescribed.  For  we  find  that  some,  even  of  our 
best  writers,  will  frequently  make  the  leading  vowel  of  a 
subsequent  syllable  unnaturally  broad  or  slend-r,  to 
make  it  correspond  with  the  final  vowel  of  the  syllable 
A  preceding

preceding  it.  Tims  amhiiil  and  ach  are  improperly 
written  entnf/nil  and  each  in  the  terminations  faiUeamhuil 
and  gangnidcac/i,  deceitful,  to  make  them  correspond 
with  the  iinal  vowels  in  the  primitive  words  JliiU  and 
snnoaid,  deceit.  In  like  manner  oir,  a  common  termi- 
nation  to  derivative  nouns,  is  written  eoir,  when  its  pri- 
mitive ends  in  a  slender  vowel,  as  coillteoir  a  woodman, 
cairpth.eoir  a  charioteer,  derived  from  coill  a  wood,  and 
tairp  or  calrl),  a  chaiiot. 

I'he  vowels  of  each  class,  when  unaccented,  may 
be  inditt'ereiitly  written  one  for  the  other,  as  holg  a 
bag  may  be  written  halg  or  halg  ;  and  faille  welcome, 
may  as  properly  be  written  ^az'/íz. 

The  vowelsbave  three  quantities,  long,shortand  medium. 
The  first  belongs  to  such  vowels  as  are  made  long  by  the 
usage  of  the  language,  or  by  poetic  licence.  The  usage  of 
the  language  made  the  same  vowel  sometimes  long  and 
sometimes  short,  to  discriminate  words  sin)i]ar]y  written, 
but  of  different  meanings.  In  writing  the  long  vowels  are 
distinguished  from  the  short  by  having  an  accent  placed 
over  them,  called  sinejada,  as  in  has  death,  sr6n,  a  nose, ' 
duel,  an  ear,  bed,  a  deed,  m'ln,  fine ;  whilst  those  that  are 
short  have  no  distinctive  mark,  as  has,  the  palm  of  the 
hand,  droch,  bad,  ium,  a  bush,  Jed,  a.  narration,  and 
7>nii,  meal.  The  same  rule  applies  to  such  diphthongs 
as  vary  in  their  pronunciation,  as  mjear,  grass,  and 
J'car,  a  man.  The  medium  or  middle  quantity  belongs 
to  vowels  and  diphthongs  coming  before  the  double 
letters  //,  nn,  rr,  and  7ig,  as  in  ball,  a  limb,  ceann,  a  head, 
dorr,  anger,  and  long,  a  ship. — There  are  no  quiescent 
final  vowels. 

It  is  asserted  by  all  our  modern  grammarians,  that, 
vowels  are  never  written  double,  and  that  more  than 
three  vewels  can  never  follow  each  other  in  one  word 
without  the  intervention  of  a  consonant.  But  this  rule  is 
not  without  exception.  In  the  Annals  of  the  four  Masters, 
and  in  all  our  more  ancient  books  aa  very  frequently 
occurs,  and  beoaibh,  and  other  words  of  that  kind  are  not 
uncommon  in  the  works  ofsomcofourbest  writers.  These 
latter  are  generally,  although  perhaps  improperly,  di- 
vided by  the  insertion  of  a  mortified  d,  g,  or  t,  as,  be- 
odhaibh,  breogimibh,  ceotliaibh,  «Src. 

For  the  elision  or  suppression  of  vowels,  see  Syntax 
at  the  Article. 

The  diphthongs  are  fhirteen  in  number,  ae,  ai,  ao,  ea, 
ei,  eo,  en,  in,  io,  iu,  oi,  na  and  ui;  of  tliese  ae,  ao,  eo,  eu, 
ia,  iu  and  ua  are  always  long,  and  the  remainder  are 
sometimes  long  and  sometimes  short. 

The  triphthongs  are  five  aoi,  eoi,  iai,  iui,  and  uoi,  al- 
ways long. 

It  is  itnpossible  to  give  a  correct  representation  of 
the  sounds  of  Irish  diphthongs  or  triphthongs  by  any 
usual  combination  of  English  vowels.  They  can  be 
perfectly  learned  only  by  the  ear.  But  they  are  repre- 
sented as  nearly  as  possible  b}^  corresponding  English 
sounds  in  the  grammar  of  the  Rev.  Paul  O'Brien,  and 
in  the  For-oideas  of  Mu.  Patkick  Lynch,  to  which 
works  I  beg  leave  to  refer  the  reader. 

The  diphthongs  an,  and  tie,  and  the  triphthong  act, 
are  common  in  ancient  MSS.  tho'  rejected  by  modern 
writers. 


CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  consonants  and  their  divisions^  combinations 
and   injluencc  on  each  other. 

Besides  the  division  of  the  consonants  into  mutables 
and  immutables,  they  are  again  divided  into  labials,  as 
h,  m,  'p,J.  dentals,  d  and  i,  palatals  c  andg  liquids  /,  «, 
r,  s. 

Consonants  are  subject  to  aspiration,  eclipsis,  suppres- 
sion and  extinction. 

Aspiration  has  been  already  spoken  of  in  the  first 
Chapter, 

Eclipsis  is  when  a  radical  or  primary  consonant  loses 
its  sound  by  the  intervention  of  some  adventitious  letter. 
All  the  mutable  consonants  are  subject  to  eclipsis  except 
m,  S  never  suffers  eclipsis  but  when  it  is  preceded  by 
the  article  an,  and  followed  by  I,  n,  or  r. — See  Syntax 
at  pronouns.

When  y  is  eclipsed  by  _/  or  b,  before  a  consonant  or 
a  slender  vowel,  it  always  sounds  as  v.     But  when  it  is 
followed    by    a    broad    vowel,  it  sometmies  sounds  as 
It  or  io. 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  that,  although  the  adventitious 
letter  only  is  sounded,  the  possessive  letter  must  never 
be  omitted  in  writing. 

The  same  accidents  which  cause  eclipsis  in  conso- 
nants require  n  to  be  prefixed  to  initial  vowels  as,  or, 
gold,  ar  n'úr,  our  gold,  &c. 

Suppression  is  when  an  aspirated  consonant  is  restored 
to  its  genuine  pronunciation  by  the  extinction  of  its, as- 
pirate. This  happens  when  consonants  of  the  same  kind 
capable  of  aspiration  meet  together  in  compound  words, 
or  when  one  of  them  ends  one  word  and  the  other 
begins  the  next,  the  first  of  them  whether  aspirated  or 
not,  suppresses  the  aspiration  of  the  other.  Thus  gob 
mltor,  Uunh  bhcag,  taobh  mhin,  slad  dhoilge,  sop  fhliiich, 
brie  chorcra,  slat  ihim,  &c.  must  be  pronounced  gob  mar, 
Uimh  beag,  taobh  min,  slad  doilge,  sop  Jliuch,  brie  corcra, 
slat  tim,  &c.  L,  N  and  &  coming  before  d  or  t  causes 
suppression  of  the  aspirate,  as  ceann  dhubh,  gontha,  fuil 
thais  dhearg,  must  be  pronounced  ceann  dubii,  gontu,Juil 
tais  denrg. 

Extinction  of  consonants  happens  when  two  letters  of 
the  same  kind  meet  in  a  compound  word,  so  that  one 
of  them  terminates  one  part,  and  the  second  begins  the 
next,  in  which  case  only  one  of  them  is  pronounced. 
Thus  searbh  and  bidas  being  joined  will  sound  searbh- 
las. 

The  consonants  c,f,  I,  n,  ^,  rand  t  are  sometimes  writ- 
ten double.  The  writers  of  the  middle  ages  often  wrote 
mm,  and  ss,  but  these  are  rejected  by  the  best  writers  as 
not  answering  any  purpose  of  the  language. 

Cc  sounds 


Cc  sounds  as  g,  f  as  Ih,  pp  as  b,  and  tt  as  íí.  These 
are  never  used  but  iu  the  beginning  of  words,  except  cc, 
which  is  sometimes  used  in  the  termination.  LI,  nn,  and 
rr  cause  the  vowels  that  precede  them,  to  be  pronounced 
full  and  strong ;  they  never  begin  a  word,  but  frequently 
occur  in  the  middle  and  end  of  words. 

When  I  comes  after  d,  or  before  n  in  a  word,  the  d 
and  71  lose  their  sound,  and  the  word  is  pronounced  as  if 
written  with  II;  as  codla  sleep,  brigh  na  colna  power  of 
the  flesh,  where  codla  and  colna  are  pronounced  as  if 
written  colla, 


In  like  manner,  when  n  follows  d,  the  d  loses  its 
sound,  as  ceadna  is  pronounced  as  if  written  ceanna 

Under  this  head  may  be  classed  the  character  ng,  cal- 
led ngedal,  or  7igiatal.  It  has  a  sound  peculiar  to  itself, 
which  can  be  learned  by  the  ear  only.  The  ng  in  the 
english  word  long  has  some  faint  reseuiblance  to  it,  but 
the  Irish  ng  is  more  nasal.  When  it  happens  to  come  in 
the  middle  of  a  word,  as  in  caingeanijt  must  be  pro»- 
nouuced  as  if  written  cai-ngean. 


ETYMOJLOGY. 


Of    the    imrts    of    Speech 

The  ancient  Irish  reckoned  only  three  parts  of  Speech, 
penrsa,  ainm,  and  iairmbearla,  person,  noun,  and  adjunct. 
Person  inchided  the  verb,  i.  e.  the  agent  and  his  action, 
or  passivenu^s ;  íVozíjz,  the  name  of  all  objects  and  in- 
struments of  action ;  and  Adjunct  Included  the  circum- 
stances of  time,  place,  manner,  &c. 

The  Modems  reckon  ten  parts  of  Speech,  viz.  Arti- 
cle, Noun,  Adjective,  Pronoun,  Verb,  Participle,  Ad- 
verb, Preposition,  Interjection,  and  Conjunction» 

Of  tJie  Article. 

The  Irish  has  but  one  Article,  an;  it  is  equivalent  to  the 
English  definite  article  tJie.  It  has  only  one  variation, 
na,  which  it  suffers  in  the  genitive  case  singular  of  the 
feminine  gender,  and  in  all  cases  of  the  plural,  whether 
masculine  or  feminine.  When  the  article  follows  the 
prepositions  do  or  o,  fa  or  fo,  the  a  is  extinguished  in 
the  article,  and  we  usually  say  and  write  do^n,  d'n,  fa'n^ 
fo'n^        It  is  thus  declined,

To  Nouns  belong  number,  gender,  case,  and  declen- 


sion. 


There  are  but  two  numbers  belonging  to  Irish  nouns  ; 
the  singular  and  pku'al. 

The  genders  are  two  ;  masculine  and  feminine. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  rules  laid  down  by  differ- 
ent Grammarians,  for  discovering  the  genders  of  Irish 
nouns  it  is  still  a  matter  of  difficulty  and  uncertainty . 


Ma  c  Curtin  says,  the  most  infallible  way  to  discover 
the  gender,  is  to  observe  the  difference  between  e  and  i, 
he  and  she;  for  when  e  agrees  with  the  noun,  it  is  mas- 
culine, and  when  i  agrees  with  it,  it  is  feminine;  and  in 
proof  of  this,  he  quotes  the  following  rann,  or  verse, 
úf  Í  ú-í\  ^úhúHf  516  é  úi)  zeác, 
liy  í  úr)  cúojici,  Tfíúó  Tioéiblectc, 
úf  í  úy\  cofift,  mcc6  cioBj^tí  cio^, 
iífé  ay)  n)eítí)CíC«,  mú6  boimoí). 

But  this  rule  is  far  from  infallible ;  and  there_  are 
thousands  of  nouns  in  our  language,  that  are  sometimes 
declined  as  masculine,  and  sometimes  as  feminine,  even 
by  our  best  writers.  Thus  the  word  Abhal,  an  apple, 
is  made  feminine  by  a  writer  of  eminence,  who  writes. 
If  Í  f  o  xkr)  úhú\,  whilst  the  writers  of  the  books  of 
Leacan,  Ballymote,  and  the  Irish  Bible,  make  it  mascu- 
line. By  this  it  appears  there  are  nouns  common^  to 
both  genders. 

The  distinction  of  genders  is  perhaps  best  knewn,  by 
placing  the  article  before  the  noun  in  the  genitive  case 
singular  ;  if  an  agrees  with  the  noun,  it  is  masculine,  if 
na,  it  is  feminine,-. — Example, 

•y-meaft  úTi  cTiúm,  the  marrowof  the  Bone.  Mas. 
wécíó  -nú  láime,  the  bulk  of  the  hand.    Fem. 

Nouns  beginning  with  vowels  require  a  t  prefixed  in 
the  nom.  and  ace,  cases,  if  they  be  of  the  masculine 
gender,  but  feminine  nouns  require  h  to  be  prefixed  to 
the  genitive;  as  an  t'athair  the  father,  Masc.  na  hinse  of 
the  Island,  Fem. 

All  proper  names  of  men,  and  in  general  all  names  of 
offices  belonging  to  men  alone,  and  all  nouns  signifying 
males,  as  fear  a  m.an,  tarhh  a  bull,  are  masculine. 

All  proper  names  of  women,  offices  peculiar  to  women, 
nouns  signifying  females,  and  the  proper  names  of  coun- 
tries and  rivers  are  feminine. 

Diminutives  ending  in  ean  or  an  are  masculine,  as 
bealan,  a  little  mouth ;  cuislean,  a  small  vein ;  those  end- 
ing in  eog,  in,  or  og,  are  feminine,  as  dreiseog,  a  bramble 
cludog,  a^concealment ;  cluigin,  a  little  bell.  _     . 

^  Derivatives 


Devivatires  ending  in  acTi,  a'ldhe,  uidhe,  aire,  each,  oir, 
«r  eoir,  are  masculine,  as  marcach,  a  horseman;  gadaidhe, 
a  Ú\\GÍ\  fogluidhe,  a  roliber;  sealgnire,  a  hunter ;  airg 
each,  a.  phmderer ;  Jigkeadoir,  a  weaver ;  dayiaigfytheoir 
a  saviour. 

Derivative  or  abstract  nouns  ending  in  as  or  en$,  are 
masculine,  as  donas,  misfortune;  sonas,  happiness;  tin- 
iieas,  sickness.  Those  taking  an  increase  and  ending 
in  a  slender  vowel,  are  feminine  ;  as  buaine,  perpetuity, 
doimhne,  depth,  profundity. 

Abstract  nouns  terminating  in  acht  or  eaclid,  are  fe- 
minine. 

Most  nouns  whose  last  vowel  is  fai-oad,  or  an  <?  followed 
by  a  consonant,  are  masculine ;  and  those  whose  last 
vowel  is  small,  are  feminine 

Nouns  compounded  of  two  substantives,  always  retain 
the  gender  of  the  latter,  as  bainliagh,  a  doctress,  and 
hainrigh,  a  queen,  are  counted  masculine,  because  liagh, 
a  physician,  and  righ,  a  king,  are  of  the  masculine  gen- 
der; but  righhhean  and  liaigliljkeiai,  words  oi  the  same 
Hieaning,  are  considered  as  feminine,  because  bean  a 
'svoman,  is  of  the  feminine  gender. 

Of  Case  and  Declension. 

The  ancient  Irish  acknowledged  but  three  cases  of 
aouns,  called  ainm,  taoibhreim,  and  tuilreim  ;  nominative, 
genitive,  and  dative.  The  moderns  reckon  six  cases ; 
nominative,  genitive,  dative,  accusative,  vocative,  and 
ablative.  Of  these  the  accusative  is  the  same  as  the 
nominative,  and  the  ablative  is  like  the  dative.  The  voc- 
ative of  masculine  nouns  is  generally  like  the  genitive, 
but  the  vocative  of  feminines  is  sometimes  like  the  nemi- 
native.

Most  of  our  modern  grammarians  having  adopted  the 
Latin  as  the  model  of  their  grammars,  have  given  us,  five 
declensions,  six  cases,  and  two  numbers,  in  exact  confor- 
mity to  their  model.  Had  they  examined  with  an  im- 
])artial  eye,  the  very  diiierent  structure  of  the  two  lan- 
guages, they  could  hardly  avoid  perceiving  the  impro- 
priety of  making  one,  a  standard  for  the  other,  par- 
ticularly in  what  regards  declension  and  syntax. 

Declension  is  a  statement  of  the  changes  a  noun  un- 
dergoes in  the  diilcrent  relations  of  persons  and  things 
to  each  other,  either  active  or  passive,  singular  or  plu- 
ral. The  nominative  and  the  accusative  express  the 
agent,  and  the  immediate  object  of  his  action.  The  no- 
minative with  the  genitive  express  the  relation  of  one 
thing  to  another.  The  nominative  and  dative  convey 
\vith  the  agent,  the  motives  and  instruments  of  his  ac- 
tion, to  whom,  for  whom,  or  with  what  view;  as  may  al- 
so the  accusative  and  genitive,  with  the  addition  of  some 
particles.  The  four  cases  are  suffiicient  for  all  these 
purposes,  and  the  ablative  in  Irish  being  the  same  as  the 
dative,  is  superfluous.  '-■  '. 

The  latin  grammarians  finding  that  all  the'nouns  in 
their  language,  except  some  heteroclites,  bad  but  five 
varieties  in  their  terminations,  very  properly  made  five, 
the  number  of  their  declensions,    Uut  it  was  very  inju- 


dicious in  our  grammarians,  to  limit  the  number  of  their 
declensions  to  five,  or  to  take  the  varieties  in  the  termi- 
nations of  our  nouns,  as  the  standard  by  which  to  mea- 
sure those  declensions.  For  the  changes  in  Irish  nouns 
are  not  confined  to  varieties  merely  final,  like  the  Latin; 
but  like  the  Hebrew  and  other  oriental  tongues,  its  ini- 
tial variations  are  of  the  greatest  importance. 

In  Irish,  there  are  several  nouns  consisting  of  a  single 
letter,  as  a,  a  hill,  a  cart ;  e,  pity ;  i,  an  island ;  o,  an 
ear,  &c.  and  there  are  thousands  of  nouns  terminating 
in  vowels,  which,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  hetero- 
clites, never  vary  their  terminations,  in  any  of  the  cases 
of  either  numbers,  except  the  dative  plural. 

EXAMPLE, — bogka,  a  bow.

To  this,  and  other  nouns  of  this  description,  Mag 
CuRTiN  and  others  give  a  second  plural,  ab  boghadha. 
But  this  is  only  the  second  plural  of  the  poets,  and 
called  by  them,  ard  iotradh,  the  treating  of  which, 
belongs  to    prosody. 

The  initials  of  all  nouns,  whether  vowels  or  conso- 
nants, are  subject  to  variation  in  different  cases,  except 
those  beginning  with  the  immutable  consonants,  or  with 
d  or  t  following  the  article.  On  this  account,  and  for 
the  reasons  abovementioned,  I  think  that  our  initial  varia- 
tions should  determine  the  number  of  our  declensions, 
and  I  shall  call  that  class  of  nouns,  beginning  with  vow- 
els, that  take  no  variation  in  the  initials  of  the  cases  of 
the  singular  number,  but  are  aspirated  in  the  genitive, 
the  first  declension.  Nouns  beginning  with  vowels,  that 
require  t  prefixed  to  the  nominative  and  accusative  cases 
singular,  and  allow  no  initial  change  in  the  genitive  sin- 
gular, I  shall  call,  the  second  declension.  Ail  nouns  be- 
ginning with  mutable  consonants,  that  suffer  aspiration 
in  the  nominative  and  accusative  singular,  and  preserve 
their  simple  powers  in  the  genitive  singular  I  call  the 
.third  declension  :  and  all  nouns  whose  initials  are  aspi- 
rable  consonants,  but  do  not  suffer  aspiration  in  the  nom- 
inative or  accusative  singular,  and  are  aspirated  in  the 
genitive  singular,  are  of  the  fourth  declension. 

Before  we  proceed  to  give  examples  of  these  declen- 
sions, it  ma)'  be  necessary  to  notice  the  variations,  to 
which  initiuls  are  subject  in  gender  and  case;  and  also 
the  variations,  to  which  the  terminations  of  nouns  are 
sometimes  liable. 

1.  Nouns  (yf  the  feminine  gender  beginning  with  a 
vowel,  suffer  no  change  in  the  nominative  and  accusa- 
tive singular,  but  require  h  prefixed  to  the  genitive  sin- 
gular, and  to  all  the  cases  of  the  plural,  except  the  geni- 
tive, which  takes  w  as  a  prefix. 

2.  All  nouns  masculine,  beginning  with  a  vowel,  must 
have  t  prefixed  in  the  nominative  and  accusative  singu- 
lar, sufler  no  change  in  the  initial  of  the  genitive  sin- 
gular, but  take  n  in  the  genitive  plural,  and  h  in  all  Jhe 
other  cases  of  the  plural, 

3.  All  nouns  feminine  beginning  with  mutable  conso- 
nants, except  those  beginning  with  s,  must  be  aspirated 

in 


in  the  nominative,  dative,  ami  accusative  cases  singular, 
and  retain  their  natural  powers  in  the  genitive  singular. 
In  the  plural,  the  leading  consonant  suffers  no  aspiration 
in  any  of  the  cases,  but  it  must  be  eclipsed  in  the  geni- 
tive, if  it  be  one  of  those  consonants  that  suffer  eclipsis. 

4.  Nouns  of  the  masculine  gender  beginning  with  as- 
pirable  consonants,  except  s,  must  preserve  their  natural 
sounds  in  the  nominative  and  accusative  singular,  and  be 
aspirated  in  the  genitive  and  dative.  In  all  the  cases  of 
the  plural,  except  the  genitive,  the  initial  preserves  its 
natural  power,  but  in  the  genitive  it  must  be  eclipsed 
unless  it  be  an  m  or  an  s. 

When  s  is  the  initial  of  feminine  nouns,  and  followed 
by  a  vowel,  or  by  I  or  r,  it  requires  t  prefixed  in  all  cases 
of  the  singular  except  the  genitive.  In  the  genitive  sin- 
gular,  and  in  all  the  cases  of  the  plural  it  preserves  its 
natural  powers. 

When  s  is  the  initial  of  a  masculine  noun,  and  fol- 
lowed by  a  vowel,  or  by  I  or  r  it  suffers  no  variation  or 
prefix  in  the  nom.  or  accus.  singular,  but  must  have  t 
prefixed  to  the  genitive  and  dative.  In  all  the  cases 
of  the  plural  it  preserves  its  natural  powers. 

Nouns  beginning  with  d  or  /  having  the  article 
prefixed  suffer  no  aspiration,  but  arc  eclipsed  in  the  ge- 
nitive plural. 

Nouns  beginning  with  s,  followed  by  b,  c,  d,  g,  m, 
«,  p  or  Í,  suffer  no  initial  change  in  any  of  the  cases. 

Thus  we  see  that  the  initial  variations  of  nouns  serve 
to  distinguish  their  gender,  number  and  case. 

L,  N  and  ft,  suffer  no  change  in  writing  when  they 
are  the  initials  of  nouns  ;  but  the  same  accidents  which 
cause  variation  in  the  sound  of  the  other  consonants, 
cause  a  variation  in  the  pronunciation  of  these  letters, 
according  to  the  gender  of  the  noun  to  which  they  be- 
long. 

Some  writers  make  use  of  eclipsis  instead  of  aspira- 
tion in  the  dative  singular  of  their  nouns,  if  the  initial 
be  susceptible  of  eclipsis.  Thus  for  do'n  chrann,  they 
write  do'n  gcrann. 

Having  given  the  most  remarkable  initial  variations  to 
which  nouns  are  subject,  it  may  be  necessary  here  to 
give  some  account  of  the  changes  which  the  last  sylla- 
bles of  nouns  undergo  in  declension. 

Regular  nouns  of  the  masculine  gender  ending  in 
unaspirated  consonants  seldom  change  their  final  letter ; 
but  if  the  last  vowel  be  broad  it  suffers  caolughadh,  or 
attenuation,  by  having  an  inserted  after  it ;  as,  nomina- 
tive singular,  brat,  a  garment,  yod,  a  sod,  easier,  a  ham- 
mer ;  gen.  sin.  brait,  foid  and  cásúir. 

Regular  nouns  of  the  feminine  gender  terminating 
in  unaspirated  consonants  require  e  subjoined  in  the  ge- 
nitive, and  if  the  last  vowel  be  broad  in  the  nominative 
it  will  also  require  attenuation  as  well  as  increase  in 
the  genitive  ;  as  nominative  singular  tir,  a  country,  grib, 
mire,  bas,  a  palm,  cos,  a  leg ;  gen.  sin.  tire,  gribe,  baise 
or  boise,  and  coise. 

Regular  nouns  ending  with  an  aspirated  d  or  g,  sel- 
dom vary  their  terminations  in  any  of  the  cases  of  the 
smgular  number. 

When  regular  nouns  terminate  their  nominative  sin- 
gular in  c  aspirated,  the  genitive  singular  generally  ter- 
minates in  an  aspirated  g ;  but  there  are  some  nouns 
of  one  syllable  tíiat  terminate  both  cases  in  ch,  as  eacht 


ahorse,  laoch,  a  hero,  crac//,  saffron;  genitive' singular, 
«ich,  laoich,  ooich  or  croigh. 

The  quantity  or  length  of  the  vowels  or  dipthongs  in 
the  nominative  singular  is  preserved  throughout  all  the 
other  cases  in  both  numbers. 

Words  having  a  or  o,  for  their  last  vowel,  are  often 
irregular  in  their  attenuation,  and  the  dipthong  ea  is 
generally  changed  to  ei,  as  nominative  singular,  mac,  a 
SQn,  biadh,  food,  sliabh,  a  mountain,  leac/a  flag,  crann, 
a  treo,  sop,  a  wisp,  easbog,  bishop,  cnoc,  a  hill,  will  be- 
come, in  the  genitive  singular  ineic  or  mic,  bidh,  sleibh, 
lice  or  leice,  crainn  or  croinn,  soip  or  suip,  easboig  or  eaS' 
buig,  and  cnoic  or  cnuic. 

Some  nouns  of  one  syllable  having  one  short  vowel, 
or  a  short  dipthong,  terminating  their  nominatives  with 
consonants,  require  an  a  subjoined  to  the  final  conso- 
nant in  the  genitive  singular.  But  these,  our  ancient 
grammarians  considered  irregular.     See  Tablk,  No.  2. 

Nouns  ending  in  ir  in  the  nominative  singular,  except 
derivatives  ending  in  air,  if  they  be  of  the  masculine 
gender,  will  make  their  genitive  singular  in  ar  or  ara  ; 
feminines  will  make  their  genitive  singular  in  a,  ack 
or  acha.     See  Table  No.  2. 

Nouns  of  two  or  more  syllables,  ending  with  an  aspi- 
rated consonant  in  the  nominative  singular,  seldom  vary 
their  terminations  in  any  of  the  cases  except  the  Dative 
plural.  Some  however,  do  take  an  e  subjoined  to  the 
genitive  singular,  as  foghlnidh,  a  robber,  genitive  Jbgh- 
luidhe.  Some  transpose  their  final  consonant,  and  if  it 
be  a  d,  the  d  upon  variation  becomes  t  as  ieangad^, 
a  tongue,  teangtha  tongues.  Some  nouns  terminating 
their  nominatives  singular  in  vowels  take  na  or  ana,  as 
an  increase  in  the  genitive  singular  and  in  the  nomina- 
tive and  accusative  plural.     See  Table,  No',  2. 

Substantives  ending  in  im  or  idhm  generally  make  their 
plurals  in  anna. 

Some  nouns  ending  in  amh,  have  different  forms  for 
their  genitive  singular,  as,  nominative  singular,  ereii^eamA, 
a  judge,  genitive  singular  breithimh  or  breitheamhuin. 

In  all  regular  nouns  the  dative  singular  generally  ter- 
minates like  the  nominative. 

The  dative  plural  of  nouns  of  one  syllable  frequently 
terminates  like  the  nominative  plural,  as  7ia  jir,  the  men, 
dona  Jir,  to  the  men,  but  nouns  increasing  in  their  no- 
minative plural,  terminate  their  dative  plural  in  ibh  ;  as 
crub,  a  paw,  cruba,  paws,  dona  criibaibk,  to  the  paws ; 
iuile,  eyes,  dona  suilibh,  to  the  eyes.

FORMATION    OF    THE    CASES     OF   REGULAR  NOUNS. 


The  gender  of  a  noun  causes  the  principal  variation 
in  its  initial,  and  in  the  changes  to  which  the  vowel  in 
the  last  syllable  is  sometimes  liable.  A  noun  of  the  fe- 
minine gender,  beginning  with  a  vowel,  suffers  no  varia- 
tion in  the  initial  of  any  of  the  cases  of  the  singular 
number,  except  the  genitive,  which  requires  an  h  pre- 
fixed. Masculine  nouns  singular,  require  t  prefixed  to 
the  nominative  and  accusative  cases,  but  the  genitive 
and  dative  cases  suifer  no  initial  change,  In  the  plural 
of  either  genders  n  must  be  prefixed  to  the  genitive,  and 
h  to  all  the  other  cases. 

Nouns  feminine,  beginning  with  mutable  consonants, 
except  s,  suifer  aspiration  in  the  nominative,  dative,  and 
accusative  singular,  but  never  vary  the  inifial  of  the  geni- 
tive singular.  Masculine  nouns  beginning  with  such 
consonants  suffer  no  change  in  the  nominative  or  accu- 
sative singular,  but  suffer  aspiration  in  the  genitive  and 
dative  singular.  In  the  plural  of  both  genders  the  ini- 
tial consonant  suffers  no  variation  in  any  of  the  cases, 
except  the  genitive  which  must  be  eclipsed,  unless  it  be 
an  m  or  s. 

Nouns  feminine,  beginning  with  s,  followed  by  a  vowel, 
repuire  t  prefixed  to  the  nominative  and  accusative  sin- 
gular, but  make  no  change  in  the  genitive  singular. 
Masculine  nouns  of  this  description  suffer  no  change  in 
the  initial  of  the  nominative  or  accusative  singular,  but 
require  t  prefixed  to  the  genitive  singular.  In  the  plu- 
ral of  both  genders  the  initial  suffers  no  variation  in  any 
of  the  cases. 

Nouns  of  the  masculine  gender  ending  in  unaspirated 
consonants  and  having  their  last  vowel  broad  in  the 
nominative  singular  require  an  i  added  to  the  vowel, 
or  the  vowel  or  diphthong  changed  for  an  i  in  the  geni- 
tive singular ;  as  crann,  a  tree,  ceann,  a  head,  make  the 
genitive  singular,  crainn  and  cinn.  Feminine  nouns  re- 
quire the  same  changes  as  the  masculine  in  the  final 
vowel,  but  increase  by  the  addition  of  e  to  the  final  con- 
onant,  as  cioch,  the  breast,  sealg,  a  chase:  make  ctche  and 
seilge,  in  the  genitive  singular.  Nouns  having  éa,  or  eit, 
in  the  nominative  singular,  make  eoi  in  the  genitive  sin- 
gular, as  méar,  a  finger,  sgeid,  a  story,  become  upon 
variation  meoir,  and  sgeoil.  Those  having  ia  in  the  last 
syllable  of  the  nominative  singular,  change  ia  into  ei,  in 
the  genitive  singular. 


The  dative  singular  generally  terminates  liKe  the  no* 
minative  singular  in  both  genders.  But  the  initial  of 
the  dative  having  the  article  prefixed,  is  sometimes  aspi- 
rated and  sometimes  eclipsed  according  to  the  custom 
of  different  provinces,  as  cos,  a  foot,  i/o'w  chos,  or  do^n 
«■COS,  to  the  foot.  Some  nouns  have  two  datives  in  both 
numbers,  as  fear  a  man,  dative  singular,  ^ar  q^  fir  i 
dative  plural,  yeflj-a,  or /earazM. 

The  nominative  and  accusative  plural  is  generally 
like  the  genitive  singular,  and  the  genitive  plural  is  like 
the  nominative  singular.  Some  nouns  transpose  the  final 
consonant  in  the  nominative  plural  as  geimheal  a  fetter, 
makes  geimhle  fetters. 

The  dative  plural  is  formed  by  adding  aibh  or  ibh,  to 
the  nominative  singular,  as  sagart,  a  priest,  do  na  sagar- 
taihh. 

Some  nouns  that  transpose  their  final  consonant  m  the 
genitive  singular,  form  their  dative  plural  by  adding  aibh 
or  ibh,  to  that  genitive,  as,  ualach,  a  burden,  genitive 
singular,  ualcha  ;  dative  plural,  nalchaibh. — The  ablative 
is  the  same  as  the  dative  in  both  numbers.

OF   ADJECTIVES. 


Adjectives,  like  substantives,  suffer  changes  in  their 
initials  and  terminations  which  marii  their  relation  to  other 
words. 

The  same  accidents  that  cause  variation  in  the  initials 
of  substantives  influence  the  initials  of  adjectives. 

When  the  adjective  is  absolute,  and  precedes  its  sub- 
stantive, it  suffers  no  variation  in  the  singular  number, 
whether  the  gender  of  the  subsequent  noun  be  masculine 
or  feminine.  As,  Is  scéimheach  an  fear,  is  sciim'keacli  an 
bhean. 

When  the  adjective  precedes  the  noun  it  suffers  no 
change  in  its  termination. 

Adjectives  ending  with  vowels  never  vary  their  termi- 
nations in  any  case. 

Adjectives  beginning  with  vowels  and  preceding  their 
substantives,  require  a  t  prefixed  to  the  nominative, 
dative  and  accusative,  singular  masculine  and  to  the  ge- 
nitive feminine,  and  to  nominative  and  dative  plural  of 
both  genders. 

Adjectives  following  their  substantives,  and  having 
mutable  consonants  for  their  initials,  (except  s,  d,  or  t, 
following  a  noun  ending  with  n,)  must  be  aspirated  in 
the  nominative,  accusative  and  vocative  singular,  femi- 
nine gender,  and  in  the  genitive,  dative  and  vocative, 
singular,  masculine ;  in  the  plural  number  the  genitive 
feminine  must  be  aspirated,  and  the  genitive_singular  must 
be  eclipsed. 

Adjectives  following  their  substantives,  and  termi- 
nating in  immutable  consonants,  and  having  their  last 
vowel  broad  in  the  nominative  singular,  and  being  of  the 
masculine  gender,  will  require  an  i  placed  after  the  broad 
vowel,  or  the  broad  vowel  changed  for  an  i  in  the  geni- 
tive singular.  In  the  nominative,  dative,  and  accusative 
singular  it  will  take  a  broad  increase,  and  the  genitive 
must  be  likethe  nominative  singular.  Adjectives  of  this 
description  belonging  to  nouns  of  the  feminine  gender, 
will  take  a  small  increase  in  the  genitive  singular,  and  a 
broad  increase  in  all  the  cases  of  the  plural  except  the 
genitive,  which  must  be  like  the  nom.  singular. 

Adjectives  following  their  substantive  and  having  an  i 
for  their  last  vowel  befiire  an  immutable  consonant  in  the 
nominative  singular,  take  no  change  in  the  genitive  mas- 
culine, 
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culine,  take  a  small  increase  in  the  genitive  feminine  and 
in  the  nominative,  dative,  and  accusative  plural  of  both 
genders.  Ihe  genitive  plural  is  like  the  nominative 
singular. 

Some  few  adjectives  of  one  syllable,  having  their  last 
vowel  broad,  take  a  broad  increase  in  the  genitive  femi- 
nine.

COMPARISON    OF    ADJECTIVES. 

Tn  our  ancient  manuscripts  are  to  be  found  various 
forms  of  comparison,  as  glas,  green,  comparative,  ^7««e, 
glaiside,  and  glaisither,  greener  or  more  green.  This  lasf 
form  is  not  used  by  modern  Irish  wi  iters.  Writers  of 
the  Scottish  Gaelic  use  the  second  iorm,  but  they  cut 
oif  the  final  e,  as  trom,  heavy,  truim  or  iruimid,  hea- 
vier. 

There  are  but  few  adjectives  of  more  than  one 
syllable  that  admit  of  this  second  degree  of  comparison. 

The  comparative  most  commonly  used  by  the  moderns  is 
formed  by  adding  an  e  to  the  teriainalioa  of  the  positive, 


if  its  last  vowel  be  slender,  or  by  aUenuatjng  the  last 
vowel  if  it  be  broad,  and  adding  e  to  its  termination  ;  as 
vnn,  smootli,  mine,  smoother;  gnrbh,  rough,  gairbhe, 
rouglier,  Ni  xa  or  nibhus,  contracted  into  nios,  is  often 
prefixed  to  this  form  of  comparison,  as  nios  mine,   nios 

gairbhe. 

The  superlative  is  of  the  same  form  as  the  common 
comparative,  having  the  aflirmative  as  prefixed  ;  as  as 
mine,  or  as  mine  air  bitJi,  the  finest  that  is. 

There  is  a  superlative  very  common  in  use  of  the  same 
form  as  the  positive ;  as  geal,  white,  roigheal  whitest. 
But  the  particle  ro,  cannot  be  strictly  considered  as  a 
mark  of  the  superlative,  no  more  than  the  particles  an, 

Jir,  SLir  or  ur,  which   only  express  an  eminent  degree  of 
(juality ;  as,  ro  laidir,  very  strong,  anbhochd,  very  poor; 

J'ir  mhaith,  perfectly  good,  sar  dhearg,  excessively  red, 
ur  iseal,  very  humble.

The  pronouns  are  of  seven  kinds;  Personal,  Posses- 
sive, Relative,  Demonstrative,  Interrogative,  Indefinite, 
and  Compound. 

The  persona!  pronouns,  are,  me,  I,  iu,  thou,  e  or  se,  he, 
i  or  si,  she. 

The  possessive  pronouns  are,  mo,  my,  do,  Xhj,  a,  his, 
her,  their.  They  are  only  the  genitives  of  the  personal 
pronouns. 

The  personal,  the  possessive,  and  (he  compound  pro- 
nouns have  a  simple  and  an  emphatic  form.  When  the 
personal  pronouns  are  etnphatic,  the  first  person  singular 
requires  se  or  ise  subjoined,  the  second  person  iff,  the 
third  si,  sin,  or  san.  The  first  person  plural  requires  e 
subjoined,  the  second  person  se,  and  the  third  san,  as 
mise  myself,  tusa  yourself,  sésin  or  ésenn,  himself,  isi, 
sisi,  herself,  inne,  or  sinne,  ourselves,  sibhse,  yourselves, 
and  siadsnn  or  iadsan,  themselves. 

When  possessive  pronouns  are  emphatic  the  increase  is 
not  made  to  the  pronoun  but  subjoined  to  the  substan- 
tive immediately  following  it.  The  increase  to  all  the 
persons  of  the  singular  number,  and  to  the  second  per- 
son plural  is  sa  ;  the  increase  of  the  first  and  third  per- 
son plural,  is  ne  dndsan.  These  are  commonly  united  to 
the  noun,  but  would  be  more  properly  connected  with 
it  by  a  hyphen  ;  as  mo  lamh-sa,  my  hand,  or  ar  láimh-ne, 
ar  laimh  san,  ouv  hands. 

The  word  Jein,  self,  own,  is  subjoined  to  both  per- 
sonal and  possessive  pronouns ;  as  nie  Jein,  tu  Jein,  my- 
D  self, 
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self",  thyself,  mo  cJios  fcin,  my  own  foot,  do  iliron  Jein, 
yuur  own  nose.

There  are  three  participles;  present,  past,  and  future. 

Each  of  the  tenses  has  a  relative  form,  which  is  always 
governed  by  a  relative  pronoun  expressed  or  under- 
stood.

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When  Verbs  are  emphatical,  they  take  the  emphatic 
oncrease  described  under  pronouns  ;  as  Gonamaoidne,  let 
us  wound,  in  ancient  MSS.  sum,  som,  seom,  somh,  siicm 
or  siii7)!h  is  used  as  an  encrease  to  the  Verb,  in  the  in- 
dicative past  tense  of  both  numbers  ;  as  ghniodhsum,  he 
inade,  performed ;  ro  hcdseom,  he  died ;  fuairsum,  he 
found;  ro  Jeatsatsum,  they  related;  gabhsatsowh,  they 
r^uok. 

Verbs  like  nouns  suffer  variation  in  their  initials  and 
terminations.  Their  initial  changes  are  caused  by  cer- 
tain prefixed  particles,  expressed  or  understood;  those 
on  the  terminations  mark  their  inflexions,  in  person, 
number,  tense,  and  mood.

The  learned 
Doctor  Stewart  of  Dingwall,  in  his  vei'y  valuable  grammar 
of  the  Scottish  Gaoidhilig,  observes,  that  ''  De  and  Do 
have  been  long  confounded  together,  both  being  written 
Do.  It  can  hardly  be  supposed  that  the  composite 
"Hords,  d/iirjm,  dlnot,  Sfc.  would  have  been  distinguished 
from  dhomh,  dliuiL,  &;c.  by  orthography,  pronunciation, 
and  signification,  if  the  Prepositions,  as  well  asthe  Pro- 
nouns, which  enter  into  the  composition  of  these  words 
had  been  originally  the  same.  Jn  dhiom,  Sfc.  the  initial 
consonant  is  alv/ays  followed  by  a  small  vowel.  In  dhomh, 
Sfc.  with  one  exception,  it  is  followed  by  a  broad  vowel. 
Hence  it  is  presumable,  that  the  Preposition  which  is  the 
root  of  dhiom,  Sfc.  '"uust  have  had  a  small  vowel  after  d ; 
whereas  the  root  of  dhomh,  S)-c.  has  a  broad  vov/el  after 
d."  In  the  justness  of  these  remarks,  Doctor  Stewart  is 
borne  out  by  the  testimony  of  our  ancient  Manuscripts.

2.  An  adjective  generally  agrees  with  its  substantive  in 
gender,  nornber,  and  case;  as  lamhdhearg.  a  blood-red 
hand,  na  laimhe  deirge,  of  the,  &c.  don  lamh,  or  laimh 
dhearn,  to  the,  &c.  iia  brait  or  brata  dearga.,  the  red 
garments  ;  na  mbrnt  ndeirg,  of  the  red  garments;  do  na 
br  .taibh  dearga,  to  the  red  garments.  In  several  MSS. 
ine  adjective  is  made  to  terminate  in  the  dative,  like  its 
substantive ;  do  na  bratoibJi  deargaibh.  But  when  the 
adjective  is  in  predicate  of  a  proposition,  and  the  noun 
in  the  subject,  the  adjective  and  substantive  do  not  neces- 
sarily agree  ;  as  bin  Peadar  agus  Pol  lan  de  charanthacht ; 
Isjiruineach  brcitheamhnnsa  an  Tigheariia,  agus  ceart  go 
hiomlan.  In  like  manner  when  the  adjective  serves  to 
modify  the  verb,  it  does  not  agree  with  the  noun  in  gen- 
der, number,  or  case,  as,  rinn  me  an  scian  gear,  I  made 
the  knife  sharp,  or,  I  sharpened  the  knife.  Here  the  ad- 
jective does  not  agree  with  the  noun,  because  it  modifies 
not  che  noun,  but  the  verb.  But  if  we  say,  rinn  me  ann 
scian  gheiir,  I  made  the  sharp  knife,  the  adjective  agrees 
with  the  noun,  for  it  distinguishes  that  knife  from  others, 
and  is  aspirated  in  the  initial  to  make  it  agree  with  scian, 
which  is  of  tiie  feminine  gender, 

3.  The  adjective  is  usually  placed  after  its  substantive, 
a.s,Jcar  laidir,  a  strong  man  ;  bean  onin,  a  mild  woman  ; 
but  when  they  are  in  different  clauses,  or  when  the  ad- 
jective is  asserted  of  or  concerning  the  noun,  it  sometimes 
precedes,  as,  is  laidir  an  fear  sin  ;  as  doiligh  an  la  io, 
that  is  a  strong  man  ;  this  is  a  sorrowful  day. 

4.  Adjectives  of  one  syllable  may  be  prefixed  to  their 
substantives,  and  united  to  them,  forming  one  compound 
word,  Sisógbiiean,  a  young  woman,  seanreacht  the  old  law. 

5.  Sabstanlives  signifying  the  same  person  or  thing 
xequire  the  adjective  betv»een  them,  as,  an  laoch  luath- 
mhar  lughaidli.  In  poetry  the  adjective  is  sometimes  in- 
serted in  the  middle  of  its  substantive,  as, 

"   Os  Dealblina  bhe.ag  calnia  an  cJdann, 
"  0  Mao^CAOMii-ciiALMA-ca^/art?2." 

6.  Adjectives  signifying  profit,  proximity,  fitness,  and 
their  opposites,  require  -a  dative  case,  as,  is  maith  dimit, 
it  is  wel!  for  you  ;  is  coir  dliuit,  it  is  proper  for  you. 

7.  Adjectives    signifying    power,     skill,    knowledge, « 
dimension,  &c  require  a  dative  case  governed  by  the  pre- 
position air,  asj  neartmhar  air  fhairge^  strong  on  sea  ; 


eolach  air  dJilighe,  skilled  in  law.     Some  have  a  dativfe  • 
governed  by  de,  as,  lan  d'Jhuaitli  is  d'fheirg,  fall  of  hatred 
and  wrath. 

7.  Adjectives  signifying  equality,  or  similitude,  require 
le,  or  re,  with  a  dative  case,  as,  coimhionuan  re  Dta,  equal 
with  God,  comhlunth  ris  na  heilitibh,  swift  as  the  roes. 

8.  Numerals  whether  cardinal  or  «rdinal,  so  far  up  as 
ten,  or  any  multiple  of  ten  are  placed  before  their  nouns, 
as,  tri  cramn,  three  trees,  an  treas  crann,  the  third  tree  ; 
but  any  intermediate  number  between  tens  has  the  noun 
in  the  plural,  between  the  members  of  that  number,  as, 
trijir  deag,  thirteen  men,  se  crainn  arfhichit,  twenty  six 
trees. 

9.  The  numerals  aon,  one;  da,  two  ;  cause  aspiration,, 
except  in  nounsjbeglnning withíi^,  or  t,  following  aon;  as, 
aon  cheann,  one  head  ;  í/íÍ  shiiil  two  eyes;  tri,  ceathair,. 
cúig  sé,  all  the  multiples  of  teiis,  and  all  the  ordinals 
will  have  the  noun  in  its  primary  form,  as,  tri  cinn, 
three  heads,  ceiikre  crainn,  four  trees ;  cuig  Jir,  five 
xaen ;  Jiche  colama,  twenty  doves;  coagad  baird,  fifty 
poets  ;  cead  righlhe,  a  hundred  kings ;  — — .  seaclit, 
seven  ;  ocht,  eight  ;  naoi,  nine,  and  deich,  ten  ;  cause 
eclipsis,  as,  seacht  ccosa,  seven  legs,  or  feet,  ocht 
gcaoirigh,  or  ccaoirigh,  eight  sheep,  naoi  bhfiatha,  nine 
chiefs,  deich  dteangtha,  ten  tongues,  da,  two,  and  all 
the  multiples  of  ten  prefixed  to  a  noun  have  the  noun  in 
the  singular  number,  as  da  fear,  two  men  ;  da  fear  deag, 
twelve  men  ;  jiche  crann,  twenty  trees ;  mile  marcach,  a 
thousand  horsemen.  But  if  an  adjective  follows  the 
noun  the  adjective  must  be  in  the  plural  number,  as  da 
crann  mora,  two  great  trees. 

10.  The  first  and  most  usual  form  of  comparison  takes- 
ina,  iona  na,  or  no,  than  ;  before  the  following  noun  ;  as, 
isfearr  madradh  beo  iona  leomhan  mharbh,  a  living  dog  is 
better  than  a  dead  lion.  The  second  form  of  compari- 
son never  takes  'n«,  than,  before  the  nount  thus  it  is  said, 
bagilithir  sneachta  'naon  oidhche  ceachtar  a  di  laimh,  whiter 
than  the  snow  of  one  night  was  either  of  her  two  hands. 
But  it  is  never  said  gilithear  na,  S^c. — Supei'latives  are 
formed  by  prefixing  as  to  the  positive  ;  as,  bean  as  mine; 
the  mildest  woman. 

For  the  initial  changes  of  nouns  and  adjectives,  see 
pages  4,  to  12.

1.  There  is  no  variation  for  the  distinction  of  case,  &c, 
in  any  of  the  pronouns,  except  the  personals,  and  these 
agree  with  the  nouns  to  which  they  refer  in  gender,  num- 
ber, and  case  ;  as,  is  Dia  naomtha  e,  he  is  a  holy  God  ;  is 
deas  an  chailin  i,  she  is  a  pretty  girl ;  Is  maith  na  daoiue 
iad,  they  are  good  men. 

2.  If  more  than  one  or  two  persons  or  things,  be 
spoken  of  in  a  sentence,  or  if  the  antecedent  be  a  noun 
of  multitude,  the  pronoun  is  the  third  person  plural,  as, 

feardha  agus  banda  do  chruthaigh  se  iad,  male  and  female 
he  created  them,  drong  do  bhiodh  refoglila  ar  muir  iad, 
they  were  a  people  that  were  robbers  on  sea. 

3.  The  possessive  pronouns  always  precede  their  nouns, 
.  as,  mo  lamh,   my  hand.     When  they  are  joined  to  the 

noun  governed,  the  article  is  omitted,  as,  neart  bhur  lamh, 
the  strength  of  your  hands. 

4.  The  possessive  pronouns,  mo,  my  ;  do,  thy  ;  a,  his  ; 
cause  aspiration  in  the  initials  of  their  substantives  ;  as, 
mo  dhorn,  my  fist ;  do  mheur,  thy  finger;  a  chos,  his- foot. 

Mo 
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7y[o  before  a  substantive  beginning  with  a  vowel  or/, 
loses  0,  and  unites  with  the  substantive,  as  m'anam,  my 
soul,  m'Jneoil,  my  flesh  ;  JDo,  in  like  manner  loses  o,  and 
the  ft  is  changed  into  t  or  A  before  vowels;  as  t'ainm,  or 
hninm,  thy  naiDe;  VJliearp,  thy  anger.  Some  writers  do 
-not  conniiute  the  r/l'or  <  before^,  but  write  or  say  d'fliearg, 

5.  j4,  her;  before  nouns  beginning  with  vowels,  causes 
I  |irefixcd,  as,  a  headain,  her  foce ;  before  consonants 
the  noun  must  be  in  its  primary  form  ;  as,  a  cos  her  foot. 

G.  Tiie  plural  possessive  pronouns  ar,  our;  bhtir,  your ; 
and  a,  their ;  cause  eclipsis  on  the  following  consonants, 
except  s,  and  require  n  prefixed  to  nouns  beginning  with 
vowels;  as,  ar  iigort,  our  garden;  bhur  ndia,  your  God; 
n  gcosn,  or  a'ccosalhm-  feet;  ar  7i'athair,  our  father; 

Lhur  ii'arán,  your  bread ;  a  néad  their  jealousy. The 

compound  possessive  pronouns  liave  the  same  influence 
as  their  primitives,  upon  the  initials  of  nouns  following 
them. 

7.  Relative  pronouns,  whether  expressed  or  under- 
Ftood,  always  precede  the  verb  ;  as,  an  Jear  a  chongnaim 
is  c  mhealias  me,  the  man  that  1  support  is  he  who  de- 
ceives me.        ^ 

8.  Dkmoxsteative  pronouns  immediately  follow  the 
nouns  or  adjectives  wiih  which  they  are  connected,  ex- 
cept when  the  substantive  verb  is  understood  ;  as  an  fear 
so,  this  man ;  aji  bjiean  sin,  that  woman  ;  na  daoine  iid, 
those  people;  but  when  tlie  substantive  verb  is  understood, 
the   demonstrative  precedes   its  substantive ;    as,    so  an 

fear,  hcreis  the  man. 

9.  The  Demonstrative  pronoun  so,  is  often  written  sa, 
when  joined  to  a  noun  wliose  last  vowel  is  broad ;  as  an 
cranyisa,  \.\\\%  tree;  when  fallowing  a  noun  whose  vowel 
is  slender,  it  is  sometimes  written  se,  and  si ;  as  an  ieine- 
se,  this  fire;  a»  mhirsi,  this  portion. 

10.  Inteteogative  pronouns,  when  a  question  is 
asked,  generally  vary  not  in  form,  v/nether  their  objects 
or  respondents  be  masculine  or  feminine;  as,  ca  duine? 
what  man  .>  c/t  bean?  what  woman?  da  tJiusa  a  mhic? 
who  art  thou  my  son.'  cin  iJiiisa  a  iiigkean?  who  art 
thou  mydaughteri  but  when  a  question  is  particular, 
tlie  personal  pionoun,  following  the  interrogative,  distin- 
gui4ies  the  gender  and  number  of  the  object ;  as,  cia  he, 
OT  ce,  (in  fear  sin'';  wiio  is  that  man?  cia  hi,  or  dan 
lihean  .sin?  who  is  tliat  woman?  aa  hiad,  or  cid  na 
dream  nd?   v.-ho  are  those  people  ? 

11.  liiterrogatives  always  precede  the  object  to  which 
ilifv  referi  or  the  verb  by  which  tliey  are  governed. 

12.  An  interrogative  combined  with  a  personal  pro- 
noun asks  a  quesiion,  without  the  aid  of  the  substantive 
verb;  as,  an  e  an  fear?  ia  he  the  man  ? 

VERBS. 

1.  A  verb  agrees  with  its  nominative  in  number  and 
person  ;  as,  do  hhuail  si,  he  struck  ;  do  bhualadar^  or  do 
bhuaii  siad,  tliey  struck. 

2.  Verbs  active  govern  the  accusative  case;  as,  huat- 
liiii  ihu,  I  beat  you  ;  do  bhuaii  in  an  fear,  you  beat  the 
man. 

3.  The  nominative  generally  follows  the  verb  ;  as,  Ar 
iti'.s  do  c/niilhairUi  Dia  nenmh  agiis  tidamh,  In  the  begin- 
ning God  created  heaven  and  earth.  But  in  poetry  and 
in  old  MSS.  particular!}'  the  Annals,  tlie  nominative  fre- 
jqutiitly  precedes  the  verb ;  as,  Domhnall  mac  GioUa  Josa 


riiaidh  ui  Raghallaigh  do  eg,  Donald,  Son  of  red  Gíóila- 
Josa,  (the  servant  of  Jesus,)  O'Reilly  died.  O'Neill 
da  iltabhairt  tuarasttail  do  Thighcarna  Tuadhmhumhan 
i.  e.  do  Thaidhcc  mac  Thoirdhealbhaigh  ui  Bhriain 
O'Neill  gave  hire,  or  wages,  to  the  Lord  of  Thomond, 
(North  Munstcr,)  i.  e.  to  Teig,  son  of  Torlogh  O'Brian, 
4  Mast.   1463. 

4.  When  two  or  more  nouns  are  joined  together  in  a 
sentence,  if  the  first  noun  be  of  the  singular  nupber, 
the  verb  must  be  singular  also,  whether  the  following 
nouns  be  singular  or  plural;  as,  do  gkabh  iarsin  tuirse 
agusfearg  mor  fir  Eireand,  after  that  great  grief  and  an- 
ger seized  the  men  of  Ireland;  na  dhiaigh  sin  do  chuaidh 
se  siosgo  Capernaum,  éféin  agiis  amhathair,  agusa  dhear- 
bhraiihreacha  agus  a  dheisciobail,  after  that  he  went 
down  to  Capernaum,  himself,  and  his  mother,  and  his 
brethren,  and  his  disciples;  do  iondsaigh  Murcha,  agus 
Dalgcais,  agus  naLochlannaigh  a  cheile,  Morogh,  and  xh» 
Dalcassians,  and  the  Danes  met  together. 

5.  In  the  past  tense  the  particle  do  may  be  omitted, 
except  the  verb  begins  withy;  or  a  vowel;  thus  shiubhlas, 
I  walkedyis  as  correct  as  do  shiubhlas:  but  ify  or  a  vow- 
el be  the  initial  of  the  verb,  do  can  never  be  omitted ; 
as,  do  freugnir  duine  d'a  mhuinntir  é,  one  of  his  people 
answered  him  ;  do  admhadar,  they  confessed. 

6.  The  pronoun  is  omitted  when  the  personal  tertnina- 
tion  of  the  verb  is  used  ;  as,  siiibhlair,  you  walk  ;  do  ski- 
ubhlas,  I  walked.  These  personal  terminations  are  con- 
stantly used  in  all  the  old  I\'iSS.  and  in  most  of  the  prin- 
ted>  books;  and  even  in  the  oral  language  of  the  present 
day,  Ú\ey  are  frequently  used  by  the  common  people, 
except  in  parts  of  the  province  of  Ulster,  where  the  pro- 
noun is  generally  used  with  the  verb ;  as," siubhhmji  tv,  or 
siubladh  lu,  thou  walkest ;  do  shiubhal  me  I  walked.  In 
late  books  of  the  Scottish  Gaelic,  the  personal  termina- 
tion of  th.e  verb  is  seldom  or  never  used. 

7.  The  infinitive  mood  and  participles  govern  a  geni- 
tive case  ;  as  chuaidh  si  a  gearradli  chrainn,  he  went  to  cut 
a  tree;  do  bhi  Solamh  ag  deanamh  a  tliighe  fein  tri  bliadh- 
7ia  deug,  Solomon  was  building  his  own  house  thirteen 
years  ;  bhi  siad  ag  nrguin  na  tire  ft  gach  leith,  they  were 
plundering  the  country  on  all  sides;  iar  mbriseadh  an 
chonnartha,  after  breaking  the  covenant ;  ar  ti  dul  a 
cheannach  arbhair,  about  to  buy  corn.- Active  partici- 
ples cause  aspiration  in  the  mutable  initials  of  nouns  of 
the  masculine  gender 

8.  The  infinitive  has  its  object  before  it  in  the  accu- 
sative ;  as,  an  fear  do  chur  a  gcarcair,  to  put  the  man 
into  prison. 

9.  Passive  verbs  or  participles  never  govern  any  case. 
The}"^  never  vary  from  the  first  j)crson  in  any  tense,  and 
are  always  followed  b}^  personal  pronouns. 

10.  Interrogatives  prefixed  to  verbs,  in  the  active 
voice,  present  and  future  tenses,  require  the  initial  of 
the  verb  to  be  eclipsed,  if  it  be  of  the  class  subject  to 
eclipses  ;  and  if  the  ver.)  begins  with  a  vowel,  ?2  must  be 
prefixed.  In  the  past  tense,  the  initial  must  be  .aspira- 
ted, if  it  be  a  mutable  consonant. 

11.  Negatives  cause  aspiration  in  the  initials  of  all 
the  tenses,  in  both  active  and  passive  voices. 

12.  Interrogatives  prefixed  to  verbs  in  the  passive 
voice,  have  the  same  influence  in  the  present  and  future 

tenses, 
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tenses,  as  in  the  active  voice.    In  the  past  tense  they 
cause  no  change  in  the  initial  of  the  verb. 

AUXILIARY    VERBS.

As  or  is,  and  hi  take  do,  or  le,  combined  with  a  pro- 
noun, after  the  noun ;  and  ta,  bi,  fuil,  and  rnibh,  take 
ag,  ar,  axxátiadh;  as,  is yeidir  liom  a  dheanamh,  I  may 
do ;  ba  choir  dhamh  a  dheanavih,  I  should  do ;  is  éigean 
dhamh,  I  must  ;  t^airgiod  again,  I  have  money  ;  ni  bhfuil 
or  agad,  you  have  no  gold ;  íá  an  t'airgiod  agus  an  i'or 
uainn,  we  want  the  silver  and  the  gold  ;  ta  fhios  again, 
I  know ;  iá  gradh  again,  I  love  ;  ta  fuaclit  orm,  I  am 
cold  ;  budh  ocras  orra,  they  were  hungry. 

2.  When  as  or  is,  follows  a  word  ending  with  a  vowel, 
or  ba  or  budh  precedes  a  word  beginning  with  a  vowel, 
the  verb  drops  its  vowel  and  unites  with  the  word  before 
or  after  it  ;  as,  mn's  (ma  is)  fior  sin,  if  that  be  true ; 
l^éigean  damh,  I  was  obliged,  it  was  compulsion  to  uie  ; 
li'fheidir  leal,  you  might;  you  had  the  power  or  ability. 
Baovbudh  causes  aspiration  onmutablo  initials  of  adjec- 
tives of  the  masculine  gender  following  them,  except  d  or 
t  as  ba  chumachtach  an  Jear  e,  he  was  a  powerful  man  : 
but  it  has  no  influence  on  adjectives  of  the  feminine  gen- 
der, as,  budh  inin  an  bhean  i,  she  was  a  mild  woman. 

ADVERB. 

1.  The  intensitive  particles  an,  gle,  ro,  sar,  cause  as- 
piration in  the  initials  of  words  following  them,  except 
words  beginning  with  d,  s,  or  t.  An  and  ro,  are  prefix- 
ed to  substantives  as  well  as  to  adjectives  ;as  anghlaodh, 
a  great  shout ;  rqfhlaith,  a  great  prince  ;  aninhor  very 
great ;  róimJnUs,  very  sweet. 

2.  Do  and  ro,  are  often  prefixed  to  Verbs  active,  as 
marks  of  the  past  teiise,  but  they  are  not  the  cause  of 
aspiration  ;  active  verbs  in  the  past  tense,  must  be  aspi- 
pirated  whether  those  particles  are  expressed  or  not. 
When  do,  is  used  before  a  vowel  or  Jh,  it  loses  the  o 
in  the  active  voice,  and  the  d,  unites  with  the  verb,  as 
d'niihin,  he  knew  ;  d'fhásndar,  tbey  grew.  Passive  verbs 
suffer  no  change  in  their  initials  from  these  particles.

battle;  a,  tTennihair,  or  d7'eamhair,  in  Tarah ;  air  iluis 
or  dtiiis,  at  first;  air  mheith',  on  being;  do  chiialabhnr  go 
ndnhhradh  ris  na  seinnsearaibh,  ye  have  heard  that  itv/as 
said  by  the  elders;  ag  Hag  atá  i  n^  Uisneack,  go  tiainig 
Tualhal  Teachhnhar,  at  a  stone  in  Uisneach,  until  the 
coining  of  Tuathal,  &c.  iar  mbuaileadh,  after  beating; 
ria  ndibirt,  before  exile.  A,  in,  prefixes  n  to  vowels,  as 
a  n'uamkann,  in  drea<l ;  Ann,  in,  requires"  sa  subjoined 
before  consonants,  as  annsa  tiir,  in  the  country.  Air, 
on,  is  sometimes  used  without  causing  any  variation  in 
the  initial  of  the  following  noun,  and  sometimes  it  causes 
aspiration.     Go,  that,  prefixes  n  to  vowels. 

3.  A,  out  of;  de,  of;  do,  to;  fa,  Javi,  fuidh,  about,  over, 
under  ;  idir,  between ;  mar,  as ;  o,  from  ;  roimh,  before ; 


i«r,  beyond;  and  ire,  through,  cause  aspiration.  A,  out 
of,  and  o,  from,  prefixes  h  to  vowels,  as  a  /i'  Eirinn,  out 
of  Ireland. 

4.  Ag,  at ;  chum,  to,  for  with ;  go,  to  ;  le,  re,  by  with  ; 
OS,  over  about;  reijuire  the  noun  in  the  primary  form. 
Go,  to ;  le  and  re,  with ;  and  ire,  through,  require  h 
prefixed  to  nouns  beginning  with  vowels  ;  as,  o  háit,  go 
halt,  fi-om  place  to  place, ;  le  hanfadh gaoillie,hy  a  storm 
of  wind ;  re  har  mor,  with  great  slaughter ;  but  before 
the  personal  pronoun  a,  his,  &c.  require  n,  prefixed,  as 
le  na,  &c. 

5.  When  the  article  comes  between  a  noun  or  adjec- 
tive, in  the  singular  number,  and  a  preposition,  the  noun 
or  adjective  suffers  eclipsis  ;  as,  as  an  diir,  out  of  the 
country,  &c.  De  and  do,  are  exceptions  ;  these  require 
aspiration  in  mutable  initials,  except  those  beginning 
with  s,  which  must  be  eclipsed,  den  tsron,  of  the  nose ; 
do'n  tsuil,  to  the  eye. 

6.  As,  gus,  is,  leis,  ris,  ires,  are  used  before  the  ar-

8.  The  measure  or  extent  of  a  thing,  requires  air, 
prefixed  to  the  term  expressive  of  height,  depth,  length, 
breadth,  &c.  as,  da  troigh  air  airde,  two  feet  high  ;  ceiih- 
re  troighthi  air  dlioimhneacht,  four  feet  deep  ;  se  troighthi 
air  leitliead,  six  feet  broad;  ochl  diroighihi  air  Jad, 
eight    feet  long. 

9.  Prepositions  ending  in  vowels  require  n  prefixed  to 
the  personal  pronoun  a  .•  as, /e  na  chos,  with  his  foot; 
tre  n*a  coir,  through  her  fault;  ó  n'a  cceart  ov  goearif 
from  their  justice 

INTERJECTIONS. 

1.  The  interjections  is  always  prefixed  to  the  vocative 
and  causes  aspiration  m  mutable  consonants  ;  as,  a  dhuine!

A  copious  table  of  them,  containing 
near  four  hundred  examples,  and  an  account  of  the 
Ogham,  or  secret  manner  of  writing  used  by  the  old  Irish, 
is  to  be  found  in  the  Grammar  of  my  esteemed  friend, 
the  Rev.  Paul  O'Brien,  Professor  of  the  Irish  Language 
at  the  College  of  Maynooth.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  B. 

B  is  Ú)e  second  Letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  as  well  as  of  most  other  Alphabets;  it  is  the  first  consonant,  and  is  called 
a  labial  letter,  because  the  lips  are  mostly  used  in  the  formation  of  it.  In  Irish  Manuscxipts  of  late  ages  it  it 
written  for  P,  both  b  and  p  being  made  coniraiuable  one  with  the  other,  as  in  the  words  dubh  biack,  dot^li  to 
them,  ha,  it  was,  they  write  duph  pa,  &c.  which  is  also  the  case  with  the  Greeks  and  Latins,  for  the  former 
^vr'ittí  bikros  for  pikros,  amarus ;  and  the  Latins  wrote  poplicola  and  publkola  indifierently,  and  populus  and 
puhlicus;  also  scriptum,  and  not  scrihtum  from  scribo.  B_v  putting  a  tittle  or  point  over  this  letter  in  Irish, 
(vvhichis  a  late  invention,  being  not  to  be  found  in  any  old  parchments,)  it  sounds  like  the  Latin  v  consonant,  as  ws 
have  no  such  letter  in  our  alphabet,  which  is  the  case  of  the  Greeks,  though  their  B  or  beta  is  often  rendered  in. 
liatin  by  o,  as  Greek  Burrhon,  I,atin  l''arro;  Greek  Blrgillos,  Latin  Virgiliiis,  (ireek  biote,  Latin  vita;  Irish  Beatha, 
and  when  tittled,  it  sounds  vealha,  vita.  The  name  of  this  consonant  in  Irish  approaches  much  closer  in  sound  and 
letters  to  the  Hebrew  name  of  the  said  letter,  tlinn  either  the  Chaldean  Betha,  or  the  Greek  Beta,  it  being  in  Irish 
Beith,  and  in  Hebrew  Beth.  Beth  signifies  a  house  in  Hebrew,  and  Both  in  Irish  is  a  very  common  name  tor  an  open 
house  or  tent.  It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  [rish  consonants,  b,  c,  d,  g,p,  t,  by  a  full-point  or  tittle  set  over  any  of 
thum,  do  tiiereby  lose  their  simple  strong  sound,  rfud  pronounce  afier  the  manner  of  the  Hebrew  bh,  ch,  dli,  gh,ph,  th, 
which  are  simply  and  genuinely  aspirated  ;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  particularly  noticed,  that  the  now  men- 
tioned Hebrew  consonants,  by  them  called  ^eg-arf-A'c/.-Aaí,  memoria  causa,  by  fixing  aXia^escA  or  full-point  in  the 
itiiddle  of  any  of  them,  do  thereby  also  lose  their  simple  as|jirate  sound,  and  pronounce  strong  like  the  Irish 
b,  <:,  d,  g,  p,  t,  so  that  the  addition  of  a  full-point  to  any  of  those  Irish  consonants,  change  it  immediately  into  its 
corresponding  letter  of  the  Hebrew;  and  again,  the  addition  of  a  full-point  to  the  above  mentioned  Hebrew 
consonants,  changes  them  into  their  corresponding  letters  of  the  Irish.  By  this  kind  of  reciprocation  between  the 
Irish  and  Hebrew  languages,  the  antiquity  of  the  Irish,  or  Celtic,  seem*  to  be  sufficiently  demonstrated  :  although  it 
must  be  confessed,  that  the  using  a  full-point  in  either  of  the  two  languages  is  of  a  late  invention,  these  consonants 
bciit"  naturally  wrote  down,  and  the  strong  or  aspirate  pronunciation  of  them  being  left  to  the  judgment  of  the 
skilful  readers,  who,  doubtless,  wanted  no  such  points  to  direct  them  ;  thus  the  modern  Spaniards,  who  use  the  i  and 
the  V,  indiilerently  for  each  other,  pronounce  the  word  biier  to  drink,  as  if  it  were  written  biver,  &c.  as  did  also 
the  ancient  Romans,  ex.  Hie  se  5i»o  omnibus  suis  benefecit.  And  bidit  i'or  mdit,  bixit  fot  vif(it,  bcto  for  veto, 
ioluerit  í'oí  voíuerit^   Bcndcre íot  vendere,  ^c.     Vide  Lhuyd.  cttmpar.  Etymol.  pag.  22.

REMARKS 


REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER   C 

This  letter  obtains  the  third  place  in  the  modern  Irish  Alphabet;  as  it  does  in  the  Latin,  anl  otlier  Earopean  Alpha- 
bets. Oar  Grammarians  distinguish  it  by  the  name  of  Coll,  which  is  the  hazel-tree  in  Irish,  Ljit.  Corylus,  and  so 
every  other  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet  is  called  by  the  name  of  some  particular  tree  of  the  natural  growth  of  the 
country:  for  which  reason  the  old  Irish  called  thfiir  letters  and  writings  Feudlia,  i.  e.  woods;  and  so  did  the  old 
Eomans  call  their  literary  compositions  by  the  name  of  Si/lvus,  when  they  wrote  on  leaves  of  trees,  and  tables  of 
wood  *  The  Danes  also  called  their  Runics  by  the  name  of  Bogstave,  for  the  same  reason  and  in  the  same  sense.  Vid. 
Olaus  Wormius  de  liter.  Run.  page  67.  The  Irish  C  or  Coll,  is  ranked  by  our  Grammarians  among  those  consonants 
they  call  bog-chonsoineadha,  soft  consonants:  though  it  is  to  be  noted  that  this  letter  invariably  preserves  a  strone 
sound,  wherever  it  stands  in  its  simple  and  unaspirated  state,  whether  in  the  beginning,  middle,  or  end  of  a  word : 
so  that  of  its  own  nature,  it  always  carries  the  force  of  the  Greek  Kappa,  or  the  English  K,  but  when  it  is  aspirated 
by  an  h,  subjoined  to  it,  or  a  full  point  set  over  it,  iiistead  of  the  h,  it  then  carries  the  soft,  guttural  or  whistlino- 
sound  of  the  Greek  Chi,  or  the  Spanish  2Í..  " 

Our  Irish  copyists  have  frequently  substituted  the  letter  G  in  the  place  of  C;  which  substitution  is  indeed  the  more 
natural,  as  they  both  may  be  regarded  as  letters  of  the  same  organ ;  and  yet  this  exchange  was  not  always  free  from 
abuse  as  it  sometimes  carried  away  the  Irish  words  from  their  aftinity  with  other  languages,  especially  the  Latin. 
Thus,  for  Cabhar,  Lat.  Capra,  a  goat,  they  wrote  Gabhar;  for  Camul,  Lat.  Camelus,  a  Camel,  and  metaphorically    a 
simpleton,  they  wrote  Gamut;  for  Dele,  or  Dene,  Lat.  Decern,  they  wrote  Déag;  t'ov  con  or  co,  Lat.  cicm  or  co,  thev 
write  gon,  or  go;  for  cQn  a  mhrflithribh,  Lat.  cumfratribus,  they  write  gon  a  mbraithribh ;  for  co  ngullaibh,  i.  e.  con 
gallaioh,  Lat.  cum  Gallis,  they   writ^  gon'gallaibh,  &c.     And,  vice  versa,  our  Grammarians  have  as  freauentlv 
substituted  C  in  the  place  of  G,  esteeming  these  two  letters  naturally  commutable  with  each  other,  like  D  and  T  as 
indeed  they  always  were  in  most  of  the  ancient  languages.     But  it  is  particularly  to  be  observed,  that  although  the 
letters  C  and  G  usurp  each  other's  places;   yet  in  the  Irish  language  the}!-  never  exchange  sound  or  power,  each 
invariably  preserving  its  own  natural  power  and  pronunciation  wherever  it  appears.     For  C  is  always  a  Kappa  or  K  • 
and  G  is  as  constantly  a  strong  unguttural  Gamma,  excepting  the  case  of  their  being  aspirated  by  tjie  immediate 
subjoining  of  an  h.    This  propertj--  seems  peculiar  to  the  Irish  or  Celtic  amongst  the  old  languages,  since  we  see  in 
the  oldest  draughts  of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  letters,  that  the  Gimel  of  the  former  and  the  Gamma  of  the  latter  are 
marked  down,  as  having  the  force  and  pronunciation  of  either  G  or  C  indiiierently ;  which  is  likewise  the  case  in 
the  Armenian,  ^Ethiopian,  and  Coptic  alphabets,  as  appears  by  the  tables  of  Doctors  Bernard  and  Morton.     Thus 
likewise  do  all  the  other  letters  of  the  Irish  alphabet  constantly  preserve  their  respective  force  and.  power,  without 
usurping  one  another's  pronunciation  or  function,  as  it  happens  in  other  languages ;  iii*  which  C  often  usurps  that 
of  S,  as  in  the  Latin  word  Cicero,  as  does  likewise  T  when  immediately  followed  by  the  vowel  i,  and  then  by  another 
vowel,  as  in  the  words  Titius,  Mauritius,  usurpatio,  &c.     So  that  if  Lucian  had  to  deal  only  with  the  Irish  alphabet 
he  would  have  had  no  room  for  the  humorous  quarrell  and  lawsuit  he  raised  between  the  consonants  of  his 
alphabet,  for  encroaching  on  one  another,  as  those  of  most  other  alphabets  frequently  do,  by  usurping  one   anothers 
function  of  sound  and  pronunciation.    And  this  circumstance  regarding  the  Irish  alphabet  is  the  more  remarkable 
as  its  whole  and  primitive  stock  of  letters,  is  but  sixteen  in  number,  the  same  as  that  of  the  first  Roman,  or  Latin 
alphabet,  brought  by  Evander  the  Arcadian,  which  was   the  original  Cadmean  or  Phenician  set  of  letters  com- 
municated to  the  Greeks.     And  yet  our  sixteen  letters  of  the  primitive  Irish  alphabet  were  sufficient  for  all  the 
tssential  purposes,  of  language,  every  one  preserving  its  own  sound  or  power,  without  usurping  that  of  any  other 
letter.     As  to  the  b,  it  is  only  an  aspirate  in  the  Irish  language,  and  never  entered  as  a  natural  element  into  tiie 
frame   of  any  word ;  though,  indeed,  of  late  ages,    it  seems  to  have  put  or>  the  appearence  and  function  of  a 
letter,  when  used  as  a  prefix  to  a  word,  that  begins  with  a  vowel,  which  happens  only  in  words  referred  to  females 
or  the  feminine  gender ;  for  in  Irish  we  say;  n  aidhe,  his  face  ;  but  as  to  the  face  of  a  woman,  we  must  say  ;  a  Icuidlie  ■ 
in  which  th-i  h  is  a  strong  aspirate  and  carries  such  a  force  as  it  does  in  the  Latin,  heri,  kodie;  the  Greek,  ha^ios 
Heracleos,  the  French,  hero,  the  English,  host,  &c.     And  as  to  the  P,  we  shall  in  our  remarks  on  that  letter,  ailed '4 
some  reasons  which  may  seem  to  evince,  that  it  did  not  originally  belong  to  the  Irish  alphabet.  '  ° 

One  remark  more  remains  to  be  made  on  the  letter  C,  which  relates  to  the  aspirate  or  guttural  sound,  (the  same  as  in  the 
Greek  chi)  it  is  susceptible  of  at  the  beginning  of  a  word  ;  a  remark,  which  is  equally  applicable  to  the  letter  B,  and 
partly  to  other  consonants  of  the  Irish  alphabet.  In  all  the  nominal  words  or  nouns  substantive  of  whatever  gender 
beginning  with  C,  and  bearing  a  possessive  reference  to  persons,  or  things  of  the  masculine  gender,  the  letter  C,  is 
aspirated ;  but  not  so  when  they  are  referred  to  the  feminine.  Ex-  a  cheann  (masc.)  his  head;  a  chos,  his  foot ;  aceann 
(fem.)  her  head,  a  cos,  her  foot.  So  likewise  in  B,  a  bhuachail  (masc.)  his  servant  man ;  a  bhean-sclábha,  (fein.) 
his  servant  maid,  a  BwacAaiY,  her  man  servant,  a  ftea»  5c/a6Aa  her  woman  servant.  But  when  those  words,  or  any 
other  nominals,  are  taken  absolutely,  vyithout  reference  to  any  thing,  those  of  the  feminine  gender  alone,  are 
aspirated  in  their  initial  letter,  whether  C  or  B.  Ex.  are  cW,  the  foot;  an  bhean-sclabha,  the  woman  servant,  an 
Buachail,  the  man  'servant.  So  that  this  prefixing  of  the  particle  an  before  nouns  substantive,  is  one  raetJwd  of 
discovering  their  gender.    But  it  does  not  hold  good  with  regard  to  nouns  beginning  v\  itb  D  or  T.

REMARKS 


REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  D. 


The  letter  D  or  Duir,  which  is  so  called  from  duir,  the  oak  tree,  is  now  the  fourth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  is 
ranked  by  our  Grammarians,  'Amon^  Úiq  cruadh-consoine,  or  hard   consonants;  but  by  adding  an  ^,  or  fixing  a  full 
point  above  it,  it  falls  under  the  denomination  of  light  consonants,    called  in  Irish  consoine  ead-troma.     In  our  old 
Manuscripts  D  and  T,  are  written  indifierently  ;  as,  carad  or  carat,  a  friend  ;  iad  or  iat,  them,  &c.     And  this  indif- 
ference is  common  also  to  the  Gieeks  and  Latins ;  as,  Gr.  oude  and  oute,  neque,  &c. ;  and  Lat.  haud  and  haut,   re- 
liquit  and  rcliquid,  quodannis  and  quotannis,  &c.     In  the  Greek  language,  the  third  raidi  of  the  mute  consonants  is 
T,  D,  and  Th,  the  middle  consonant  D,  respectively  corresponding  to  T  and  Th.     Now  it  is  to  be  observed,    that 
in  the  Irish  language,  any  word  begintiing  with  T,  will,  in  its  vari;aions,  admit  both  D  and  Th  ;  as,  Tidrna,  a  lord, 
Lat.  Tyrannus,  and  Gr.  Tyrannos;  a  d'tiarna,  their  lord ;  mo  thiarna,  my  lord,  and  so  on  with  every  word,  whose 
initial  letter  is  T.  The  Irish  D  corresponds  with  the  Gr.  Delta  and  the  liat,  D;  as,  Ir.  Z>/a,  God;    Gr.  Zeus,  accusat. 
Did,  Gr,  Tlieos ;    Lat.  Deus.    Ir.  dearcadh,  to  see,  from  dearc,  the  eye ;  Gr.  derco,  to  see.  Ir.  do,  two ;  Gi-.  and  Lat. 
duo.  Ir,  Dis,  two  persons;    Gr.  Dis,   Lat.  Bis,  twice.    Ir.  Déac  or   dea^,  and  deich,   ten;  Gr.  deca,  jand  Lat.  decern. 
The  Irish  D  also  agrees  with  the  Gr.    Th,  or   Theta ;  as,  Ir.  Doras,  Ang.    Sax,  Door;  Gr.  Thurus,  accusat.    plur. 
This  Irish  letter  agrees  in  like  manner  with  the  Hebrew  Daleth  or  Dh,  which  by  putting  a  full  point  over  it  be- 
comes a  D.    (See  the  general  remarks  on  the  letter  B.)    \v.  Diris;,    or  Diric  ;  L^t.  Dirig,  to    direct;    Heh.  Derech, 
via,   iter,  and  Deruch,  direxit  viam,  tetendit.     Ir.  Duille  and  Duilléog,  the  page  of  a  book,    Heb.  Deletk,    folium, 
pagina  libri.     The  Irish  language  is  industriously  censured  by  some  critics  for  admitting  a  superfluous  D  or  Dh  in 
the  latter  end  of  several  words;  but  these  censurers  should  consider  that  this  redundancy  of  the  letter  D  was  for- 
merly observed  in  the  Latin,  of  which  we  have  a  remarkable  instance  left  us  in  Fabr.  Iss.   Antiq.   Expl.  p.  427, 
Neve  in  publicod  neve  in  privatod  nevextrad  urbem  de  senatuos  sententiad,  &c.    And  we  find  a  near  comcidence  of  that 
redundancy  in  the  Hebrew  Language;  for  as  in  the  infinite  mood  of  several  Irish  verbs,  such  ■ásfeaUad/i,  to  deceive, 
Lat.  fallere,  dearcadh,  to  see,  Gr.  derco,  D  and  its  aspirate  dh  are  not  pronounc  ed  ;  thus  in  the  Hebrew  Raah,  to  see, 
ieahf  to  toil  or  labour,  &c.     The  final  letter  He  or  h,  is  not  pronounced,  hut  like  the  Irish  Dh,  becomes  a  mute  or 
quiescent  letter.    Many  other  examples  of  redundancies  both  of  consonants  and  vowels,  as  also  of  barbarous  ibrnis 
of  words  in  the  old  Latin  tongue  may  be  produced  from  Signer  Fabretti's  collections  of  ancient  Roman  Inscriptions 
and  Other  writings  :  and  this  barbarity  of  the  Latin  we  may  trace  down  to  the  time  of  the  first  Latin  poets,  such 
as  Ennius  and  Naivius,  nay  even  as  far  as  Plautus,  in  whose  time  the  Romans  did  not  think  themselves  entitled  to  be 
excluded   out  of  the  number  of  the  barbarian  nations;   since  this   poet  not  only  calls  Ntevius  Poeta   barbarus, 
but  also  says  of  himself  on  occasion  of  his  version  of  a  piece  of  Greek  into  Latin,  M.  Atticus  (for  that  was  his  name, 
Plautus  being  only  a  nick  name)  vertit  barbare.    Whence  it  appears  that  Festus  Pompeius  was  well  founded  in  saying 
that  anciently  all  nations  excepting  the  Greeks  were  called  barbarians ;  but  the  proud  Greeks  should  in  gratitude  have 
excepted  the  Phenicians,  from  whom  they  had  received  the  knowledge  of  letters,  and  the  Egyptians,  to  whom  they 
owed  their  Theology  and  Mythology.    And  indeed  the  Latin  may  be  justly  looked  upon  as  a  mere  barbarian  Lan- 
guage, when  it  was  written  in  such  a  style  as  appears  in  the  few  following  lines,  2uom  ea  res  consoleretur,  iovsisent  censuers 
Pious  V.  oinvorsei  homines  virei,  atque  mtilieres  sacra  nequisquam  fecisse  velet,  neve  inter  ibei  virei  Pious  duobus,  tnulieribus 
Pious  tribits  adesse  velent,  niii  de  P.  R.  Urbani,  Senatuosque  sententiad  ulei  supra  scriptum  est  Haice  utei  in  conventionid  ex 
dcicatis  ne  minus  trinum  noundinum  Senatuosque,  &c.  Fabr.  ibid.  pag.  427.  These  two  samples  of  the  old  Latin  are  enough 
to  demonstrate,  that  the  lianguage  of  the  primitive  Romans,  much  famed  as  they  have  been,   was  at  least  as  much 
chari/ed  with  redundant  consonants   at  the  end  of  words,    as  the  Irish  is  thought  to  be  ;  and  if  those  who  censure  it 
■'       for  such  redundancies  of  consonants,  did  but  look  back  and  consider  the  kind  of  Jargon  their  ancestors  spoke  and  wrote 
about  four  or  five  hundred  years  since,  and  even  to  the  end  of  Q.ueen  Elizabeth's  reign,  they  could  not  but  ac- 
knowledge it  to  be  a  much  more  uncouth  and  rude  Language  than  the  Irish  ever  hath  been.     It  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  the  sons  or  grandsons  of  the  chiefs  and  leaders  of  those  English  who  adventured  into  Ireland  on  the  expedition 
in  favour  of  the  King  of  Leinster,  and  made  settlements  there  under  the  protection  of  that  Prince,  became  so 
disgusted   with  their  own  native  Language,  that  they  utterly  abandoned  and  ibrgot  it,  and  spoke  no  other  than  the 
Irish ;  insomuch  that  the  English  government  judged   it  necessary   to  order  an  Act  of  Parliament  by  which  the 
English  who  settled  in  Ireland  were  strictly  forbidden  the  use  of  the  Irish  Language  under  certain  penalties.     To  all 
which  I  shall  add  that  those  censurers  of  the  Irish  Language  for  a  pretended  redundancy  of  consonants,  betray  their 
want  of  knowledge  concerning  the  true  marks  of  perfection  and  antiquity  of  Languages,   of  which  marks  the  most 
essential  is  the  preservation  of  radical  letters,  which  are  properly  the  consonants  ;  and  in  this  very  point  the  learned  Mr. 
Lhuyd  gives  the  Irish  the  preference  of  perfection  before  all  otherdialects  of  the  Celtic  tongue,  as  may  be  seen  in  his 
Archailogia,  pag.  23,  col.  1.     Eut  it  is  moreover  to  be  observed,  that  in  reality  there  are  no  redundant  or  superfluous 
consonants   in  the  words  of  the  Irish   Language,  though  there  are  some  that  are  not  properly  radicals,  originally 
belonging  tc  the  frame  of  the  words  they  aie  found  in.     Of  these  non-radicals  there  are  two  sorts;  the  one  consist- 
ing  of  consonants  that  are  merely  adventitious,  of  which  there  has  been  a  good  deal  said  in  the  remarks  on  the 
letter  A;  I  mean  those  consonants  that  are  thrown  in  between  two  vowels  belonging  to  two  diflerent  syllables.    But 
as  those  adventitious  consonants  have  the  sanction  not  only  of  antiquity,  but  also  oí'  examples  in  Greek  and  Latin, 
and  I  dare  say  in  most  other  ancient  Languages,  they  are  not  to  be  counted  superfluous;  especially  as  they  are  of 
particular  use  in  easing  the  voice  by  preventing  a  disagreeable  hiatus.    Another  kind  of  adventitious  consonants  is 
frequently  found  at  the  beginning  or  words,  particularly  when  those  words  have  a  reference  to  persons  or  things,

as  in  the  words  ;  u  n'  domie,  their  fists,  am'  dódias,  our  hope,  a  g'  ciM,  their  heads,  in  which  the  consonants  (n)  and 
(g)  are  naturally  foreign  to  the  words  they  are  prefixed  to,  though  the  nature  of  the  language  absolutelv  retjui^-es 
their  being  prefixed  in  such  circumstances.  But  the  other  sort  of  consonants  which  are  not  properly  radicals,  are 
yet  neither  atlventitious  nor  foreign  to  the  nature  of  the  words,  bat  do  ratlrer  necessarily  arise  from  the  inflections  of 
nouns  and  verbs,  and  therefore  cannot  be  redundant.  Nor  do  those  non-radical  consonants  clog  the  Language  or 
render  it  disagreeable  in  its  use;  inasmuch  as  they  are  mollified,  or  rendered  entirely  mute  or  quiescent  by  the 
aspirite  (h)  excepting  only  the  consonant  brought  in  as  an  initial,  which  is  always  pronounced;  but  then  iteclipsef! 
the  radical  consonant  to  which  it  is  prefixed;  so  that  the  word  is  pronounced  as  if  that  radical  consonant  had  nr> 
existence,  though  all  radical  itiitials  are  religiously  preserved  in  the  writing,  for  the  sake  of  preserving  the 
original  structure  and  propriety  of  the  Language;  a  method  which  that  candid  and  learned  Welshman,  Mr.  Lhuyd, 
highly  commends,  and  shews  the  abuses  which  the  non-observance  of  it  by  the  Welsh  writers  has  occasioned  iti 
their  Language.    See  Archaeo!,  pag.  23,  col.  1.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  E. 


E  is  the  fifth  Letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  the  second  of  the  five  vowels,  of  the  denomination  of  Caol,  or  small 
vowels.  It  is  sometimes  short  and  sometimes  long,  and  thus  answers  the  Gr.  Epsilon  and  Eta,  as  Capeilus  ingeniously 
observes  of  the  Latin.  E  vocalis,  says  he,  duarum  Gracarum  vim  possidet;  nam  cum  corripitur,  Epsilon  est,  cum 
producitor,  Eta  est.  It  is  in  Irish  called  £á6Aa;  or  Eádha,  írom  Eadha,  the  Aspen-tree,  Latin,  trevMla,  which  is 
commonly  called  Crarm  crioiAacA,  and  is  not  unlike  the  name  of  the  G.eek  vowel  Eta  and  the  Heb.  Heth,  It  is 
comnmtable  only  with  I,  and  is  vtry  often,  but  more  especially  in  ancient  manuscripts,  written  and  used  for  I 
indifferently,  and  we  find  this  indiíFerence  common  to  the  Latins,  as  Dii  for  Dei,  heri  for  here,  vespere  and  vesperi,  cinis 
zná  ciner,  iinpubeszndimpubis,  omnis  for  omnes,  from  decern  isiormed  un  I ecim,  from  ento,  premo  is  formed  rediwo  and 
comprimo.  E  is  the  prepositive  vowel  in  the  five  Diphthongs  and  Tnpthoitgs  called  na  cuig  Heádhhha,  or  keabhadk, 
or  the  five  Ephthongs,  viz.  ea,  eo,  eoi,  eu,  ei,  and  of  these  the  Hebrews  have  eu,  as  Heb.  Scaleu,  Lat.  tranquillus, 
&c.  But  Gr.  and  Lat.  have  bothcUi  and  ei>  as  Lat,  heu,  hei  and  Gr.  eu,  Lat.  bene.  Gr.  eido,  Lat.  video,  &c.

HEMARKS 


REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  F. 


F  is  the  sixth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  is  called  by  our  Grammarians  Consoine  lag,  or  a  weak  consonant.  By 
fixing  a  full  point  over  it,  or  subjoining  an  h,  it  loses  all  force  in  the  pronunciation,  as;  don  /hear,  or  a  fhir,  is 
pronounced  do«  e«r,  ovair,  to  the  man,  O  man.  Afhéile,  his  generosity,  is  pronounced :  a  cile,  &c.  it  is  called 
feárn,  ímm  feáni,  commonly /earnog-,  the  elder-tree.  Lat.  alnus.  It  is  the  same  with  the  Hebrew  cazj;  because 
the  figure  and  sound  of  both  letters  are  very  nearly  the  same.  This  letter  agrees  in  many  words  with  the  Latin  V 
consonant,  as :  fear,  a  man,  hence  in  the  oblique  and  piur.  fir,  Latin  vir.  Fior,  true,  Lat.  verus,  Fion,  wine, 
Latin,  vinuiit.  Focal,  a  word,  Lat.  vocalis;  feighil,  a  vigil,  Lat.  vigilia.  It  often  corresponds  with  the  Gr.  phi.  or 
ph,  as  fdidh,  pronounced /ái^,  a  prophet,  Gr. ;j/in/es,  and  L^.t.  rates:  feall  aiia  fala,  deceit,  cheating,  Gi\  phaulos, 
Lat.  vilis.  Feaga,  a  beech-tree,  Gr.  phegos,  Lat.  fagus,  &c.  When  a  tittled  or  aspirated  £  is  prefixed  to/,  it  is 
pronounced  like  V  consonant;  as  í'com'fada,  long,  a  Bhfad,  is  pronounced,  a  vad;  a  bhfuaire,  is  pronounced, 
uvnaire.  It  is  evident,  that  the  Greeks  and  Latins  have  also  observed  a  close  original  affinity  with  regard  to  the 
letters/,  h,  v,  and ph;  as  i  for  =u,  Lat.  base  ior  vase,  cibica  ior  civica.  h:  beara,  a  spit,  Lat.  'veru;  and  ao-ain,  r?, 
for  b,  as,  aveo  for  abeo,  vobem  for  bovern,  Ir.  bo,  veslias  for  besiias;  and  sometimes  b  for/,  as  brugcs  ior  fruges,  as 
Cicero  relates,  and  Ir.  bun  the  bottom  of  any  thing.  Gr.  benthos,  and  Lat.  fundum.  Ir.  bveim  a  terrible  sound,  Gr. 
bremo,  Lat.  fre>no,  to  sound  or  rattle  :  and  again  /  is  used  for  b,  as  sifilare  for  sibilare,  which  the  French  call 
siffler,  af  vobis  for  ab  vobis.  Hence  we  commonly  saj.  suffero,  for  subfero,  &c.  We  find,  that  B  was  anciently 
used  among  the  Greeks  for  ph,  and  Plutarch  tells  us,  that  the  Macedonians  always  said  Bilippon  for  Philippon; 
and  Festus  says,  that  they  used  alhon  for  alp/ton,  Lat.  album.  Note,  that  in  words  beginning  with  the  letter  (f)  it 
is  quite  eclipsed  and  of  no  force  in  the  pronunciation,  when  it  happens  by'  the  course  of  speech,  that  (d)  (t) 
(rn)  or  bh  is  prefixed   to  it.     Ex.  d'feóil,  of  flesh,  d'fear,  of  or  to  a  man,  are  pronounced  deóil,  dear,  ^x:   Tfear

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  G. 


>6*09M 


G  is  the  seventh  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  is  ranked  by  our  Grammarians  in  the  number  of  heavy  consonants», 
called  by  the  Irish  Consoineadka  troma,  but  when  it  is  aspirated  or  marked  with  an  (h)  subjoined  to  it,  it  is  counted 
one  of  the  light  consonants,  called  Consoineadka,  eadrojna.     In  this  aspirated  state,  (g)  being  the  iratial  letter  of 
a  word,  is  pronounced  like  y,  in  the  English  words,   York,  yovng,  &c.  or  like   the  Spanish  (i)  consonant  in  the 
word  Jesus,  Joseph ;  but  (g)  aspirated  by  a  subjoined  (h)   in  the  middle  or  end  of  a  word,  is  rendered  quite  qui» 
escent  or  suppressed  in  the  pronunciation. 
Thus  the  words  Tigheama,    a  Lord,  znd  Righ,  a  King,  are  pronounced  Tiema  and  Ri.      But  (g)  in  its  unaspirated  and 
natural  state  has  always  the  same  strong  power  with  the  Greek  GttWi?«a.     The  verj'^  figure  of  the  letter  (g)  in  some 
of  our  old  parchments,  is  not  essentially  dissimilar  to  some  of  the  cuts  of  the  old  Abvahamic  and  Phenician  Gimel, 
in  the  first  alphabet  or  middle  column  of  Dr.  Bernard's  table  of  old  alphabets,  published  by  Dr»  Morton.     The 
Hebrews  called  this  letter  Gimel,  as  we  are  assured  by  Grammarians,   from  its  crooked  figure,   bearing  some  re- 
semblance to  a  camel,  which  in  Hebrew  >s  called  Gamel  or  Gamal;  and  to  observe  it,  by  the  by,  Gamal,  as  well 
as  camul,  is  the  Irish  for  a  camel.     In  the  Cadmean  and  Ionic  alphabets,  to  be  seen  in  the  8th  column  of  Dr.  Bernard's 
table,  this  letter  (G)  is  called  Gamla,  which  is  but  a  variated  writing  of  the  Hebrew  Gimel  or  Gamel,  cv  the  Syrian 
Gonial,  as  the  gamma  of  the  less  ancient  Greeks  is  likewise  but  a  different  utterance  of  the  Ionic  word  gamla^ 
It  hath  been  observed  in  the  remarks  on  the  letter  (C),  that  it  is  naturally  commutable  with  (g),  both  letters  being 
of  the  same  organ  and  nearly  of  the  same  power;  and  hence  ih  our  old  parchments,  they  are  written  indifferently 
for  each  other,  of  which  practice  some  examples  have  been  cited.    I  cannot  however  but  be  of  opinion,  that  this 
indifference  should  be  limited,  and  that  the  general  and  unlimited  use  of  it  should  naturally  be  deemed  abusive- — for 
the  most  ancient  alphabets  of  ihe  Hebtev:s,  Phenicians,  Sj/rians  and  Greeks,  have  the  gimel,  and  cap/i,  or  the ga?nma  and 
cappa,  as  two  distinct  letters  of  different  powers  or  functions,  and  consequently  those  letters  are  to  be  regarded  as 
two  different  radicals  of  words,  in  the  original  elementary  formation  of  all  dictions.     The  same  indifference,  or 
interchangeable  use  of  the  letters  (g)  and  (c)  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and  the  latter  being  generally  substituted  in  the 
place  of  the  former,  appears  from  ancient  Roman  Inscriptions,  and  roost  particularly  from  that  of  the  columna 
Rostrata,  erected   in  honour  of  Duiilius  the  Consul,  whereupon  were  engraved  the  words  Macisiratos,  Leciones, 
pucnando,  Carthacinenses,    copias,    instead  of  Magistratos,  Legiones,   pjignando,    Curthaginenses.     From  the  man- 
ner  of  this    inscription,    some  writers   have  concluded,   that    the  letter  (g)  was  not  in  the  Roman  alphabet,, 
nor  used  in  the   Latin  tongue  till  after  the  first  Punic  war;    and    Plutarch    informs    us,    it  was  brought   in 
by  Sp.   Carvilius,  wherefore   Diomedes   calls   it   nova  consona.      But   there   is    this  other  foundation   forjudg- 
ing,   that  the   Latins  had  the   gam»ia  or    (g)  from  the  beginning,  as  a  quite  different  letter  from  the  Cappa ; 
viz.  that  inasmuch  as  they   received   their  alphabet  from  the  Greeks,   who  had  theirs  from  the   Phenicians; 
and   as  the  Phenician  alphabet  hid  always  the  gimel  or  (g)  different  fiom  the  caph  or  (C) ;  both  which  different 
letters  were  also  from  the  beginning  in  the  old  Ionic  alphabets,  as  appears  by  Dr.  Bernard's  8th  alphabet,  column 
9th,  of  his  table  it  follows,  that  the  Latins  had  also,  from  the  beginning,  both  these  letters  with  different  power 
or  1-  .nctions. 
Jior  do  I  believe  it  will  ever  appear,  that  the  old  Romans  wrote  cenus,  ceneratio,  caudium,  for  genus,  generatio,  gaud/urn, 
and  other  such  words,  which  I  cannot  but  think  were  alwayswritten  with  ag-awwicor  (g)  different  from  (C).  The  primi- 
tive Latin  alphabet,  aswellastheuld  Ionic,  contained  the  letter  (K),  orkappa,  which  served  fora(C)  as  well  as  for  a  (K), 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ionic  gamla  served  for  a  (G)  and  a  (C).  But  as  the  letter  (K)n-as  notagreeable  to  thegenius  of 
the  Latin  tongue,  to  serve  instead  of  which  the  Latins  changed  the  gamroainto  a  (C),  and  then  made  astparate  letter  of  the 
gammaoi-  (g),whichthey  removed  into  the  seventh  place,  withafigure or  shape  not  much  different  from  their  (C),  which 
remained  in  the  place  of  the  primitive  gamma,  Thischange  of  place  was  doubtless  what  gave  occasion  to  Dioniedes  to 
call  the  (G)  a  new  consonant.     The  bare  insj^ection  of  the  old  Latin  alphabet,  derived  from  the  Ionic,  zs'vt  was  used 
by  the  Romans  about  714  years  before  Christ,  to  be  seen  in  Dr.  Morton's  edition,  column  17,  will  be  sufficient  to 
justify  what  hath  now  been  advanced.    In  the  meantime  we  should  not  have  forgot  to  observe,  that  the  name  of 
the  lettei  (G)  in  the  Irish,  '\s  gort,  which  signifies  the  ivy  tree,  vulgarly  called  eidhnean,  Lat.  hedera.     Our  tjram- 
marians  commonly  use  (c  c)  or  double  (c)  instead  of  (g),  espociallj'  when  the  radical  word  begins  with  (c),  as  a 
ccosa,  their  feet;  a  ccinn,    their  heads;  which  are  pronounced,  a  gosa,  a ginn.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  H. 


H  is  not  admitted  as  a  letter  into  the  Irish  Alphabet,  nor  otherwise  employed  in  the  Irish  Language  than  as  a  mere 
aspirate,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  Greek.  The  Greeks  anciently  used  (H)  as  a  letter,  and  not  merely  as  an 
aspirate.  It  was  one  of  the  characters  of  their  most  ancient  Alphabets,  and  it  is  well  known  they  wrote  THEOb 
with  the  different  letters  (T)  and  (H)  instead  of  TKEOS  written  with  the  single  letter  Theta.  In  the  Irish  Lan- 
gu'ige  (H)  is  prefixed  as  a  strong  aspirate  before  words  beginning  with  a  vowel,  and  having  reference  to  objects  01 
the  Female  sex,  as  a  h'aidli,  her  face;  a  líór,  her  gold;  and  secondly,  when  such  v/ords  are  preceded  by  the -Irish 
prepositions  le  or  re,  with  or  by,  which  take  place  not  only  in  ordinary  words,  as  le  h'or  agus  le  h'airgiod,  with  gold 
and  silver,  but  also  in  the  names  of  Countries,  Principalities  and  particular  Clans,  as  le  h' Osruighibh,  le  h'Ulaah, 
with  or  by  the  people  of  Ossory,  with  Ulidia;  It  is  now  called  Uath,  from  Ua(h  the  whitethorn  tree.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  L 


I  is  the  eighth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  the  third  of  the  five  vowels,  of  the  denomination  of  caol  or  small 
vowels.  It  is  called  lodha  from  lodhavulgo  iúbhar  the  yew  tree,  Lat.  taxus,  and  is  not  unlike  the  Hebrew  Joá,  and 
Or.  Iota,  as  to  its  appellative.  The  Irish  Language  admits  of  no  (1)  consonant  no  more  than  the  Greek,  and  it  seems 
to  appear  by  the  following  examples  that  the  Latins  did  not  use  it  as  a  distinct  character,  for  they  wrote,  2l3  Prisciajt 
tells  us,  peiius  for  pejus,  and  eiius  for  ejus,  &c.  In  our  old  manuscripts  e  and  i  were  written  indifferently  one  for 
another,  as  has  been  observed  in  the  remarks  upon  e.  It  is  the  prepositive  vowel  of  those  diphthongs  ,and  triphthongs 
which  are  called  na  cúig,  IJine,  or  the  five  iphthongs  from  Ifin  the  gooseberry  bush,  Lat.  grossularia,  viz.  ia,  iai,  iu, 
iui,  and  io,  of  which  we  find  iu  used  among  the  Hebrews,  as  Heb.jJiw,  Lat,  os  ejus.

L  is  the  ninth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  the  first  of  the  three  Consonants  L,  N,  R,  which  admit  of  no  aspirate^ 
and  are  called  by  our  Grammarians,  coinsoineadha  eadtroma,  or  light  Consonants;  It  is  called  in  Irish  Luis,  vulgo 
cárthan,  the  quicken  tree,  Lat.  omus.  This  letter  being  the  initial  of  a  word  which  has  reference  to  the  Female 
Sex,  is  pronounced  double,  though  written  singly,  as,  alámh,  her  hand  is  pronounced,  al  lámh,  as  in  the  Spanish 
word  llamar,  and  lleno.  L,  beginning  words  referred  to  persons  or  things  of  the  plural  number,  is  also  pronounced 
double,  as,  a  leabhar,  their  book.

REMARKS 


REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  M. 


M  is  the  tenth  letter  of  tlie  Irish  Alphabet,  and  is  counted  among  the  strong  consonants^  called  Consoineadha  tearmg 
and  then  has  the  force  of  V  consonant;  as,  a  mháthair,  his  mother;  a  mhaighdion,  his  virgin,  are  pronounced' 

Irish  and 


ti  Vntliair,  a  Vai'jrhdion, — It  is  called   Muin,  from  Muin,   the  vine,  Lat.  vitis. 


As  to  its  figure  in  the 


old  Saxon,  it  resembles  the  Hebrew  Mem,  so  called  from  the  sound.  It  is  often  prefixed  bv  an  apostrouhe 
(which  cuts  off  the  vowels  annexed  to  it),  to  the  beginning  of  nouns,  whether  they  begin  with  vowels  or  conso- 
nants, and  then  signifies  my  or  mine;  as,  in'anam,  my  soul,  i.  e.  ?ito  ana/n ;  m'eólus,  my  skill,  i.  e.  mo  eólus 
tii'fear,  my  husband,  i.  e.  mo  /hear,  &c.  wherefore  it  may  be  well  called  a  prepositive  pronoun.  It  is  also  added 
to  verbs  in  the  present  tense,  first  pev.son ;  as,  léigliim,  I  read,  i.  e.  léigh  me;  tnúnaim,  I  teach,  i.  e.  múnaidh  me' 
Lat,  mones,  &c. ;  and  in  this  latter  sense  it  may  not  be  improperly  called  a  subjunctive  pronoun.  '' 

We  think  it  well  worth  observing  here,  that  our  language  bears  a  perfect  resemblance,   in  the  disposition  of  its  pro- 
nouns, to  the  manner  ofoideimg  them  in  the  Hebrew — for  the  latter  divide  them  into  classes,  which  they  res- 
pectively called  prafixa,  and  sujjixa,  or  prepositive  and  subjunctive  pronouns.     The  prepositive  are  set  before  words 
and  the  subjunctive  are  written   n  the  end  of  words;  both  equally  determine  the  person.     M,  when  aspirated    is 
often   c-iinfounfied  by  our  Copyists  with  b  aspirated,  because  they  both   sound  like  v  consonant,    as  the   Irish  of 
a  river  is   written    amhun,    and    more   frequently,    but  abusively  abkan;    and    also   in   the    words  úamhan     and 
úahhan,   fear,     horror— in    these    and    the  like  doubts,    we    should  always  have    recourse  to  other   lan^uaoes 
in  which    we  may  find  the   radical   letter.      Thus,    when  we  consider,    that  amnis  in  the  Latin  is  the   appella- 
tive of  a  river,  and  that    phobos   in  Greek,    is  the  appellative   of    fear,    we  may  safely  conclude,    that  m  ie 
the  radical  letter  in  the  f  rmer,  and  b  in  the  latter;  and  consequently,  that  the  one  should  be  properlv   written 
umhan,    and  not  ablian ;    and  the  other  úubhan,  and  not  úam/ian.     The  like  doubt  often  arises  in  the  middle  of 
certain  words,  in  which  d  and  g  are  indiiierently  written,  as  for  the  Irish  of  a  face  or  complexion,  we  commonly 
write  aghaidh,  and  very  rarely  adhaidk~-h\xi  by  consulting  the  Greek,  we  see  it  written  Eidos,  and    thence  may 
be  convinced,  that  our  Irish  word  should  be  properly  written  adhaidh,  and  not  aghaidh.     M  is  often  set  before  b 
in  the  beginning  of  words,  in  which  case  b  is  not  pronounced,  although  it  is  the  radical  letter  ;  as,  a  m'bliáshana 
this  year  ;  a  nihtasa,  theirmanners  ;  a  m'briailira,  their  words,  are  pronounced,  a  vdidgliana,  a  méasa,  a  mriathra, 
3i    is  sometimes  changed  into  m  ;     as,    bean,    a   woman,    gen.    mnaoi,    and   plur.   mna,    iimaibh ;     bo,    a  cow 
gen.  muin;  as,  do'n  vihidn.     We  find  thatiEolians  instead  of  M  often  wrote  B  and  P,  which,  as  has  been  observed 
in  their  own  places,  are  almost  ideiiticallj'^  the  same  letter  ;  as,  Gr.  bellein,    for  mellein,  Lat,  debere  •  Gr.  picculos 
for  niictdlos,  parvulusj  hence  the  Italians  retain  picolo,   to  signify  little.     And  again  ihey  write  m  instead  of  b 
and  p;  as,  inathoum,  \'ov pathousa ;  Lat.  patiens,  and  Lat.  so»m«s;  ivom.  Gv.  hupnos.     The  Latins  familiarly  eclipse 
b,  in  some  words,  as  for  sub?HÍtco,  we  pronounce  summitto.     Wherefore  we  should  be  less  surprised,  if  such  indif- 
ferences and  dubious  words  be  found   in  a  langu:.ge,  so  much   neglected  and  uncultivated  ;is  the  Irish  lan"-ua"^e 
has  been  for  some  ages  past.     It  is  to  be  noted,  that  though  m  aspirated  is  frequently  substituted  in  the  piace  of 
■.\n  aspirated  b,  and  vice  versa ;  yet  it  is  for  want  of  judgment  in  the  writer,  inasmuch  as  the  vowel  or  vowels 
which  precede  the  latier,  are    pronounced  with  a  stronger,  clearer,  and  more  open  expiration,  than   those  that 
precede  the  former.     This  difference  of  pronunciation  is  sensibly  observable  ;  for  example,  between  trsahh,  a  tribe 
and  leainh,  insipid,  as  well  as  betv/een  slabhuidhe,  a  slave,  and  snamhuidlie,  a  swimmer.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  N. 


»-?í-:j»f:-5í' 


N  is  the  eleventh  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  is  never  aspirated,  and  is  ranked  by  our  Grammarians  among  the  light 
consonants,  called  Consoineadka  cadtroma  ;— .^hen  it  is  prefixed  to  G  in  the  beginning  of  a  word,  it  is  ranked  among 
the  robust,  called  consoineadha  teumia,  and  then  both  letters  ai  e  called  Ngeatal,  or  Niaial,  from  Niutal,  a  reed,  Lat- 
Arundo.  it  is  called  Nidn,  from  Nuitt,  the  ash  tree,  Lat.  fraxiims.  In  Hebrew  it  is  called  Nun,  from  the  sound  ; 
it  is  often  doubled,  and  then  sounds  strong,  as  ceann,  ahead,  lann,  a  sword,  leann,  strong;  but  a  double  nn  is 
rarely  written  m  Irish,  a  little  stroke  being  set  over  the  letter  instead  of  it,  thus  (-).  We  find  this  manner  was 
famii  ar  to  the  Latins  in  ancient  times,  and  by  the  ignorance  of  some  copyists  and  engravers,  has  made  many  words 
dubious;  for  t-hey  often  omitted  n,  when  thej' should  always  write  it,  naClaneti,  i'or  Ctanenti ;  Cojux,  i'or  Conjux» 
The  Greeks  in  like  manner  omitted  n  in  some  words;  for  they  wrote  Hortesios,  for  Horcensius,  and  Gallia  Norbo- 
nesiu,  Lougdonesia,  and  Hispunia  Tarraconaiu,  for  GaUia  Nurbonensis,  Lugdunensis,  and  Turaconcnsis ;  and  the 
Latins  did  sometimes  insert  it  where  it  had  no  right  to  stand,  as  in  cwjunr,  for  conjux ;  totiensi'ov  toties;  and  quotiais 
for  (juoiies.  Because  these  writers  and  engravers  did  not  understand  the  little  bars  or  strokes  set  over  some  vowels. 
to  denote  a  long  pronunciation,  instead  of  which  they  wrote  n  or  m ;  and  again,  when  these  bars  had  been 
intended  to  signify  n  or  ni,  they  ignorantly  took  them  for  the  sign  of  a  long  syllable.  And  indeed  these  ihistakc-s 
are  not  unusual  among  our  Irish  copyists,  nor  can  a  language,  whose  histories  and  writings  depend  on  manuscripts 
be  free  from  the  like  errors,  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  as  this  letter  receives  no  aspirate,  so  it  is  never  eclipsed  by 
prefixing  any  other  leUer  to  ii  in  the  beginning  of  words.  It  is  likewise  to  be  observed,  that  the  letter  n  at  the 
beg  nnmg  of  words,  Vvhich  are  referred  either  to  objects  of  the  feminine  gender,  or  to' persons  or  things  of  tlie 
plural  number,  is  pronounced  double,  and  very  nearly  with  the  same  sound  as  gn  in  the  French  Seigneur,  or  n  in 
the  Spanish  word  Scnnor.  1'his  double  pronunciation  in  like  circumstances,  is  common  to  the  three  consonants 
L,  A',  li,  as  hath  been  already  observed  of  the  L,  and  shall  be  in  like  manner  of  the  li.  Thus  for  exampk',  in  the 
word  Heart,  when  we  say,  a  veart,  meainng  ike  stren<ith  of  a  uioman,  the  initial  letter  n  is  pronounced  double,  as  it 
is  in  the  same  «  neart,  when  it  means  their  strength,  and  so  in  all  other  words  beginning  with  n,  as  a  radical 
letter.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  O. 

O  is  the  twelfth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabetj  and  the  fourth  vowel;  it  is  of  the  denomination  ol  Leatlian,  or  broad  vowels ; 
and  is  therefore  used  indifterentiy  with  a  or  u  in  old  Irish  Manuscripts,  and  in  some  words  by  the  moderns:  as,  déor, 
dear,  déur,  a  tear;  h^-t.  lacryma.  We  find  that  the  Greeks,  especially  the  Dorians,  did  change  their  a  into  o:  as, 
iroma  for  trauma,  a  wound ;  olax  for  aidax,  a  furrow.  The  Latins  anciently  wrote  coda  for  cauda ;  plosfrum  t'orplaustrum; 
lotus  for  lautiis,  ó;c.  In  the  Latin  we  also  find  a  written  for  0 :  as,  from  creo  is  formed  creavi  and  creatum  ;  and  u  has 
been  sometimes  taken  for  o  :  as,  funtes  io\-  fcmtes ;  frundes  iov  frondes ;  fretuhvfreto;  Acherunie  for Jckeronte,  Sfc.  in 
Lucretius.  Pliny  says  that  some  states  of  Ital)',  particularly  the  Umbrlans  and  Tuscans,  did  not  at  all  use  o,  but 
always  wrote  u  instead  of  it.  This  letter  is  sometimes  short  and  sometimes  long,  and  in  this,  corresponds  with  the 
Greek  omega  and  omicron.  It  is  the  prepositive  vowel  of  the  diplhong  óir,  so  called  from  óir  the  spindle  tree  ;  vulgo, 
feórus,  Lat.  euonj/mvs ;  and  we  find  this  diphthong  in  the  Hebrew  :  as,  Heb.  Got,  Lat.  gens;  as  also  among  the  Greeks: 
as,  coihn,  coine,  Lat.  aslum,  cccnu.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  P. 


P  is  the  thirteenth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  ranked  among  the  hard  consonants,  called  in  Irish  consoineadlia 
cruadka.  It  bears  an  aspirate,  and  then  pronounces  exactly  like  the  Greek  phi ;  and  is  numbered  among  the 
rough  consonants,  called  consoineadlia  garbha.  This  letter  is  called  in  Irish  Feith-bJiog.  Our  Grammarians  do 
not  inform  us  from  v;hat  tree  it  borrows  this  appeliation,  and  O'Flaherty  is  equally  silent  concerning  it.  But  it 
seems  quite  obvious,  that  it  can  mean  nothing  else  than  Bcith-bhog,  or  B  soft— that  is  to  say,  P  is  only  a  soft  or 
mollif3'ing  way  of  expressing  B;  and  the  reason  of  it  is,  because  originally  they  were  the  same  letter,  and  P 
was  not  used  in  the  Irish  Language  before  our  knowledge  of  the  Latin,  in  the  time  of  St.  Patrick.  In  our  old. 
parchments  we  find  these  two  letters  taken  indifferently  one  for  another;  as,  prútach,  a  boor  or  rustic,  for  brú- 
tach ;  Lat.  brutum.  Péist  or  Piast,  any  beast,  for  béist ;  h'At.  bestia;  dóiph,  to  them,  i'ov  dóibh  ;  Siph,  you,  for 
Sibh,  &c.  And  in  like  manner,  B  is  very  often  set  before  any  word  beginning  with  P,  in  which  case  P  is  not 
pronounced,  although  it  seems  to  be  a  primary  letter ;  as  a  bpian,  their  pain  ;  LaU^)<£na;  &  bpriaca/l,  their  dan- 
ger ;  Lat,  periculum;  a  bpeacadh,  their  sin;  h?it.  peccatum ;  pronounced  a  iiVrn,  abriacal,  a  beacadk,  &c.  By 
which  we  may  plainly  see  how  just  is  the  remark  of  Mr.  Lhuyd,  in  his  comparative  Etymology,  title  1.  page  21 .  col. 
1,  "There  are,"  says  he,  "  scarce  any  words  in  the  Irish,  besides  what  are  borrowed  from  the  Latin  or  some 
"  other  language  that  begin  with  P  ;  insomuch,  that  in  an  ancient  Alphabetical  Vocabulary,  I  have  by  me,  that 
"  letter  is  omitted."  Besides  we  find  in  the  old  Norwegian  Alphabet,  Avhich  is  the  ancient  Runic  alphabet,  that 
there  is  no  difference  between  the  figure  of  the  characters  B  and  P.  See  Olaus  Worm.  lit.  Run.  p.  54.  The 
Greeks  wrote  them  indifierentlj*  one  for  another;  as,  G.  hatein,  for  patein;  Lat.  anibulare ;  bicron,  for  Picron  ; 
Lat.  acerbum.  Hence  it  is,  that  in  verbs,  which  terminate  in  bo,  they  change  it  into  pso  in  the  future  tense  ;. 
as,  Gr.  leibo,  to  leave,  fut.  kipso,  and  not  leibso.  And  the  Latins  have  followed  their  example  ;  as  scribo,  to 
write,  Perf.  scripsi,  and  Sup.  scriptum,  and  noXscribsi,  and  scriblum.  And  it  is  by  reason  of  this  identity  between  li 
and  P,  that  the  Latins  say,  pasco,  to  feed,  from  Gr.  bosco ;  papce,  from  Gr,  babai ;  buxus,  from  Gr.  puxos;  pedo, 
from  Gr,  bdeo  ;  putcus,  from  Gr.  buthos,  &c;  And  the  Greeks,  to  observe  it,  by  the  by,  have,  in  like  manner, 
taken  their  £z<r^05,  a  tower  or  castle,  from  the  Pheniciansr  their  first  instructors  in  letters,  in  whose  language  it 
is  Borg,  which  is  plainly  of  the  same  root  with  our  Irish  word  brog  or  hrug,  a  strong  or  fortified  jjlace,  also  a 
Lord's  court  or  castle ;  whence  the  French  Hourg,  the  German  Burgh,  and  English  Borough,  do  in  a  larger  sense 
signify  a  town  ;  just  as  Castellam,  properly  a  fortress,  is  often  used  by  Cesar,  in  his  Commentaries,  to  signify  a 
town  or  village;  and  in  the  same  manner,  that  the  Gothic  word  Gards,  properly  a  house  or  castle,  doth  some- 
times mean  a  town  ;  io\- Asgard  and  Asburg,  are  the  same.  But  to  indicate  the  close,  mutual  affinity  of  B  and 
P,  Cluintiiian  assures  us,  that  in  pronouncing  the  word  obtinuit,  our  ears  ra-her  perceive  optimdt.  In  old  inscrip- 
tions apsens,  is  written  for  absens,  pleps,  for  plebs,  p&plicus,  iorpub'.icus,  &c. — And  h'ence  we  familiarly  say,  Sup- 
pono,  for  Subpono,  oppono,  for  obpono.  The  Dutch  pronounce  ponunávinum,  for  bonum  vinum. — i5y  what  has 
been  observed,  we  plainlj'  see,  that  B  and  P  were  originally  the  same  letter,  and  that  Peith-bhog  can  be  nothing 
eUe  thcin  Bekh'hhug  ov  B  molliiied. — Mr.  Lhuyd  remarks  in  the  above  cited  place,  that  a  considerable  number 
of  those  words,  whose  initial  letter  is  P  in  the  British,  begin  in  the  Irish  with  C,  ex.  paraid,  wherefore,  Ir. 
cread ;  Wei.  pryv,  a  worm  ;  Iv.  aiihuh ;  We],  prenn,  a  tree;  Iv.crann;  We),  pen,  ahead;.  ]i:  cemin. — We  find 
the  like  amnity  in  many  words,  between  the  Greek  and  Latin,  and  the  Irish  language;  as,  Ir.  Caisg  and  Casga, 
Easter;  Greek  and  Latin  pascha,  and  Chaldaice  ;3fisc7itt,  which  is  derived  from  the  Hebrew.— PiwacA  or  Pha^e ; 
Lat.  transitu^,  tlie  Passover;  Jr.  cos,  the  leg  ;  Gr.  pons,  and  Lat. /jes  ;  Ir.  cli'unh,  a  feather ;  Lat.  pluina ;  Gr. 
piilon  anáptiluma  ;  We\.  pluv,  &c. — The  same  observation  has  been  made  by  Vossius,  with  respect  to  the  inter- 
rogative, and  relative  of  the  Ionic  Dialect — "  lones,"  sayshe,  "  in  interrogativis,  mutant  p  in  c,  ita  cos  dicunt 
pro  pós,  hocos  pro  hopos,  pr;)  poios,  coios,  pro  pote,  cote,  ce  pro  pe." — Mr.  Baxter  (in  Glossario  antiqute  Bri- 
tannife,  p.  90)  remarks,  that  the  oldest  Brigantes,  whom  he  esteems  the  first  inhabitants  of  Britain,  never  used, 
in  their  language,  the  sound  of  the  letter  P,  which  was  afterwards  introduced  by  the  Belgic  Britons.  I/ the  old 
Brigantes  were  really  of  the  first  inhabitants  of  Britain,  it  would  follow,  that  they  were  a  part  of  the  Guidelinn  or 
Gaulish  colony,  uho  went  over  to  Ii  eland,  and  whom  Mr.  Lhuyd  evidently  proves  to  have  been  the  first  inhabi- 
tants of  all  that  part  of  Great  Britain,  which  now  comprehends  England  and  Wales. — It  hath  been  observed  beibre, 
that  the  Lingua  prisca,  or  the  primitive  Latin  tongue  was  chiefly  formed  upon  the  Celtic;  and  the  truth  of  this 
assertion  is  abundantly  c<mfirmed  throughout  the  whole  course  of  this  Dictionary.  This  being  premised  as  a  fact, 
it  follows,  that  the  subsequent  Celtic,  still  j>reserved  in  the  Iri-sh— viz..  ctúnui,  cuilse,  (corruptly  cuisle,) 
cofcur  or  curciir,  eland,  coib,  obuir,  secht,  were  respectively  the  originals  upon  which  the  Latin  words  pluma, 
puhus,  purpura,  phnila,  copia  (copiarum,)  opus,  operis,  septan,  have  been  formed,  as  mere  derivatives  from  their 
respective  Celtic  Archet\  pes  above  written. — This  indeed  plainly  appears  I'rom  their  consisting  of  a  greater 
number  of  syllables.  Hence,  I  presumt-,  it  may  ration.ally  be  conjectured,  that  tiie  primitive  Latin  words  ia 
the  lingua  prisca,  formed  upon  the  above  Celtic  originals,  were  clwna,  cuhiis  curcura,  clunta,  cobi(C,  arum,  obits, 
oberis,  sectem — This  conjecture  is  tiie  more  rational,  as  the  primitive  number  of  letters,  brought  i'.rst  into 
Greece  by  Cadmus,  and  afterwards  to  the  Aborigines  of  Italy  by  Evander  the  Arcadian,  consisted  but  of  six- 
teen, as  we  are  assured  by  Tacitus,  Anal.  II,  and  by  Pliny,  1.  7,  c.  t^Q,  which  could  not  be  without  excluding 
the  letter  P  as  well  as  the  H,  which  latter  makts  but  an  aspirate  in  several  lariguages.,

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  R. 


''Jv"iyt''vs'' 


The  letter  R,  which  is  the  fourteenth  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  is  not  susceptible  of  many  Remarks.  It  is  called 
Ruis,  by  our  Grammarians,  from  the  old  Irish  name  of  the  tree,  which  in  the  vulgar  Irish  is  called  Trom,  the 
elder  tree ;  Lat.  Sambucus;  Gv.  acts*  This  letter  is  one  of  the  three  consonants  cMed  consoineadlia  éad/itroma, 
which  do  not  admit  of  the  aspirate  h.  in  the  remarks  on  the  two  others,  which  are  L  and  N,  it  has  been  ob- 
served, that  in  words  or  nouns  substantive,  beginning  with  either  of  them,  and  referred  to  things  or  persons  of 
the  feminine  gender,  or  to  any  things  or  persons  in  the  plural  number,  those  initials  are  pronounced  double, 
though  written  singly. — Thus,  a  laclit,  her  or  their  milk,  is  pronounced  as  if  written  a  Llacht ;  or  like  the  words 
Llamar  and  Lleno  ;  in  Spanish,  and  a  Neart,  her  or  their  strength,  is  pronounced  as  if  written  a  Nneart,  or  like 
gn  in  the  French  word  Seigneur.  Thus  also  in  substantives,  beginning  with  R,  and  referred  to  things  or  persons 
either  of  the  feminine  gender  or  of  the  plural  number— the  initial  R  is  pronounced  double,  and  with  a  strong 
utterance  ;  as,  a  réuma,  her  or  their  rheum  or  phlegm,  is  pronounced  as  if  written  a  rréutna,  and  very  nearly  as 
the  aspirate  R  in  the  Greek  word  liheuma.  Another  essential  remark  to  be  made  on  these  three  letters,  L,  N,  R, 
and  which  hath  not  as  yet  been  made,  is,  that  when  they  are  initials  of  adjectives,  they  are  never  pronounced 
double,  of  whatever  gender  or  number  the  things  or  persons  those  adjectives  are  referred  to,  should  happen  to  be. 
Lastlvj  it  is  to  be  remarked,  that  L,  N,  R,  are  the  only  consonants  of  the  Irish  language  which  are  written  double  ; 
and  this  duplication  frequently  happens,  both  in  the  middle  and  end  of  words,  but  never  in  the  beginning,  though 
they  are  pronounced  double,  when  initials,  in  the  cases  above  explained.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  S. 


S'3í-:<»:-5f"í 


S  is  the  fifteenth  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  is  not  ranked  by  our  Grammarians  in  any  particular  order  of  the 
consonants;  but,  is  absolutely  called  sometimes  ^iVínc?,  or  barren  ;  and  sometimes  Buin-rioghanna  cconsoineadha 
or  the  Gueeu  of  the  consonants ;  because  in  the  composition  of  Irish  verse  it  will  admit  of  no  other  consonant 
to  correspond  with  it ;  and  our  Irish  Frosodians  are  as  nice  and  punctual  in  the  observance  of  the  V aim  ana 
Cóiiihordúghadh,  or  union  and  correspondence,  as  the  Greeks  and  Latins  are  in  the  collocation  of  their  Dactyles 
and  Spondees.  So,  that  if  an  Irish  Poet  should  have  transgressed  against  the  established  rule  and  acceptation 
of  the  cons<»nants,  he  would  be  exposed  to  severe  reprehension.  We  find  in  the  Greek  division  ot  the  consonants 
into  several  classes,  as  mutes,  liquids,  &c.  that  the  letter  5%»?«,  or  S,  is  styled  :  Sues potestaiis  litera,  ov  an  abso- 
lute and  independent  letter.  In  Irish  it  is  called  Suil,  or  Sail,  from  Sail,  ihe  willow  tree,  Lat.  Salix.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  all  Irish,  words  beginning  with  the  letter  S,  and  which  are  of  the  feminine  gender,  must  necessarily  admit 
of  an  adventitious  T  before  the  initial  S,  when  the  Irish  particle  aw,  (which  in  signification  answers  to  the  En'^- 
lish  article  the)  is  prefixed  to  such  words.  In  which  case  the  T  eclipses  the  S,  so  that  the  word  is  pronounced  as 
if  it  had  not  belonged  to  it;  though  S  is  always  written  to  shew  it  is  the  initial  radical  letter.  Thus,  the  word 
Suil,  an  eye,  or  the  eye;  Sion,  a  nose,  or  the  nose,  when  the  Irish  particle  fiw,  signifying  the  in  English 
is  prefixed  to  them,  are  necessarily  to  be  written;  an  tsuil,  an  tsron,  and  pronounced  aw /ii^V,  an  Iran.  But 
words  beginning  with  S,  which  are  of  the  masculine  gender,  admit  of  no  adventitious  letter,  as  a  prefix.  Thus 
we  say  and  write,  an  Slinneán,  a  shoulder  ;  an  solus,  the  light ;  and  this,  by  the  by,  is  one  method  to  find  out  the 
gender  of  words  beginning  with  S.  It  is  also  to  be  observed,  that  when  S  is  aspirated  by  subjoinin»-  h  to  it, 
which  cannot  happen  but  when  it  is  an  initial  letter,  it  becomes  by  tliis  means  quiescent;  so  that  its  sound  is 
not  distinguishable  from  that  of  a  T,  aspirated  at  the  beginning  of  a  word ;  for  the  words,  n  Shúil,  his  eye* 
n  theanga,  his  tongue,  are  pronounced  as  if  written  a  Imil,  a  heanga.

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REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  T. 


T  is  the  sixteenth  Letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  and  ranked  among  the  hard  consonants;  consoineadha  cruadka.  It  bears 
an  aspirate,  and  then  is  numbered  among  the  rough  consonantb,  c&Wed  consoineadha  garb/ia,  and  pronounces  like  h. 
This  letter  is  called  Teine ;  from  teine,  furze.  The  letter  T  is  naturally  commutable  with  D,  both  being  letters  of  the 
same  organ  ;  and  accordingly,  in  our  old  MSS.  we  find  them  indiilerently  written,  the  one  tor  the  other,  in  the  middle 
and  end  of  words  ;  but  seldom  or  never  as  initials.  In  the  remarks  on  the  letter  G,  and  its  being  equally  commutable 
with  C,  it  hath  been  observed,  that  the  unlimited  practice  of  indifferently  substituting  the  one  m.uead  of  the  other, 
could  not  but  be  abusive  in  some  respects.  The  same  observation  holds  good  with  regard  to  T  and  D;  not  only  because 
they  are  two  different  letters,  holding  different  places  in  all  the  alphabets,  and  consequently  of  different  powers  and 
functions  in  the  radical  and  original  formation  of  words,  but  also  because  such  an  unlimited  indifference,  in  substi- 
tuting those  letters  for  each  other  in  any  particular  language,  cannot  but  be  prejudicial  to  the  affinity  which  the 
words  of  that  language  may  radically  bear  with  the  words  of  the  same  meaning  in  other  languages.  It  is  to  be 
remarked,  that  the  letter  T  is  used  as  an  adventitious  prefix  to  all  Irish  words  begining  w'th  a  vowel,  which  are 
of  the  masculine  gender,  and  are  preceded  by  the  article  an,  which  in  English  signifies  the;  ex.  an  t'anam, 
the  soul,  ant'éan,  the  bird;  an  t'ionghnadh,  the  wonder;  an  t'óigfhear,  the  young  man;  an  t'uu'Jitaran,  the  su- 
perior. It  hath  been  observed  in  the  remarks  on  the  letter  S,  that  words  of  the  feminine  gender  beginning  with  S, 
must  necessarily  admit  the  letter  T  as  a  prefix,  when  preceded  by  the  article  a»,  and  then  the  initial  S  is  eclipsed 
or  suppressed  in  the  pronunciation,  as  in  the  words  an  t'slat,  an  t'súit,  an  t'srón,  i?fc.  pronounced  an  tlut,  un 
túil,  an  iron.  But  this  rule  suffers  one  remarkable  and  curious  exception,  which  is,  that  words  beginning 
with  the  letter  S,  in  which  the  initial  S  is  immediately  followed  by  e:ther  T  or  D,  wiil  not  admit  an 
adventitious  T  as  a  prefix  ;  as  in  the  words  an  stuirm,  an  stiúir,  un  stvaic,  un  stéig,  an  sdáid,  an  sdátt,  &c. 
It  is  also  to  be  noted  of  this  letter  T,  that  when  it  is  aspirated,  with  a  subjoined  h,  it  is  then  ren- 
<iered  quiescent  and  suppressed  in  the  pronunciation ;  as  in  the  word  a  theánga,  his  tongue,  which  is  pronounced, 
a  hednga.  Another  singularity  occurring  on  this  subject,  is,  that  nouns  of  the  masculine  gender,  beginning  with 
S,  must  receive  the  prefix  t,  when  they  are  o  tie  genitive  case  singular,  preceded  by  the  article  an;  ex« 
muUach  an  t' sUihhe,  the  top  of  the  mountain;  beaibhach  an  t'sriain,  the  mouth-piece  of  the  bridle;  roimh-cliial 
an  t'iiongdin,  the  forecast  of  the  ant ;  gliocas  an  t'sionnaigh,  the  cunning  of  the  fox.  But  in  the  genitivii  plural, 
we  say,  muUaigh  na  sUilhie,  iealbhacha  na  srian,  reimh-chial  na  siongain,  &c.

REMARKS  ON  THE  LETTER  U. 


U  is  now  the  seventeenth  and  last  letter  of  the  Irish  Alphabet,  which  originally  consisted  but  of  sixteen  letters,  vid. 
Remarks  on  the  letter  P.  This  letter  is  called  by  Grammarians  Ur,  which  means  the  yew  tree,  otherwise  written 
úbhm'  and  iubhar.  U  is  one  of  the  three  broad  or  grave  vowels,  and  was  used  indiiierently  for  a  or  o,  not  only  in 
the  Irish  Language,  but  likewise  in  the  Greek  and  Latin.  Cassiodorus  observes  that  the  old  Latins  made  no  ditfer- 
e;ice  between  u  and  o  in  their  manner  of  writing  or  pronouncing,  '/olt  being  frequently  used  for  Vult,  colpa  for 
culpa,  prasiu  for  prasto,  poblicum  for  publicum,  and  hoc  for  hue;  as  in  Virgil's  iEneid,  "  Hoc  tunc  ig nipotenn calo 
descendit  ah  alto."  And  for  the  Greek  nux  the  Latins  wrote  nox,  for  Gr.  7tiule  Lat.  viola;  also  a  for  u,  as  Gr.  cu!;x, 
Lat.  calix,  Gr.  mudao  Lat.  madeo ;  likewise  u  for  a,  as  for  the  Greek  Hecabe  the  Latins  v\rote  Hecuba,  Gr.  calcntós 
Lai.  culmus;  and  in  the  Latin  we  find  the  a  in  the  word  calco  changed  into  u,  in  its  compound  conculo.  The  Insh 
Alphabet  has  no  u  consonant,  to  which  an  aspirated  b  or  bh  is  equivalent  in  power  and  pronunciation,  as  likewise  in 
the  Greek,  a  single  b  or  beta  serves  for  v,  thus,  for  the  Hebrew  word  David,  the  Greeks  write  Dabid,  as  tlie  Iiish 
do  Dábhi,  vid.  R-^^marks  on  the  letters  b  and  /.  In  many 'of  the  ancient  vellum  MSS.  a  dotted  or  aspirated  u  is 
sometimes  made  to  represent  the  bh  or  v  consonant.  U  is  the  initial  or  leading  vowel  of  the  three  upthongs  ua,  uai 
and  ui,  called  na  tri  huUleana,  from  uillean  the  honey-suckle  tree,  Lat.  caprifoliuni.  Scioppius  and  Carisius  have 
remarked  that  a  syllable  may  be  formed  either  by  one  vowel,  or  by  two,  or  by  three,  as  in  the  woid  aquae,  &c. 
but  Suintilian  will  not  allow  three  vowels  can  be  united  in  one  syllable,  and  Terentian  joins  him  in  the  same  opi- 
nion :  syllabam,  says  he,  non  invenimus  ex  tribus.  But  a  syllable  of  three  vowels  is  very  commdn,  as  well  as  easy 
and  natural  in  the  Irish  Language.  The  Hebrews  have  the  dipththong  ui,  as  in  the  word  Galui,  Lat.  revelatum,  &c. 
as  also  a  whole  word  consisting  of  only  two  vowels,  as  the  Hebrew  «2,  which  signifies  an  Island,  Region  or  Country, 
vid.  Opitius's  and  Buxtorf's  Heb.  Lexicons.  I  would  be  curious  to  know  how  the  ingenious  Monsieur  Bergier,  wLo 
allows  no  radicals  but  consonants,  would  make  out  the  radical  formation  of  this  Hebrew  ai,  or  of  the  Greek  words 
íííoií  the  genitive,  and  ««Va  the  accusative  of  hvieus,  filius,  and  of  many  other  words  of  alike  frame  in  other  lauguages, 
espescially  in  the  Irish,  wherein  words  consisting  of  vowels  alone  are  very  frequent.  Nor  is  Monsieur  Bergier's 
own  language  destitute  of  words  of  such  a  frame  :  the  eau,  water,  is  an  obvious  proof  of  it,  amongst  many  others. 
I  should  rather  join  in  opinion  with  the  learned  and  judicious  author  of  the  treatise  on  the  mechanical  formation  of 
Jano'uages,  who  reckons  the  vowels  amongst  the  radical  elements  of  all  words.  Their  being  commutable  with 
each  other  should  not  deprive  them  of  that  privilege,  no  more  than  the  consonants,  many  ot  which  are  equally 
interchangeable,  and  promiscuously  used.  Before  we  have  done  with  the  vowels  it  is  fit  to  remark,  that  words 
beginning  with  a  vowel,  being  of  the  masculine  gender  and  of  the  nominative  case  singular,  must  have  the  letter 
T  as  a  prefix,  when  preceded  by  a»,  2ls  unt'anam,   an  t'uabhar,  &c.
